INTRODUCTION. 


"  As  the  twig  is  bent,  the  tree  is  inclined."  This  saying 
is  as  true  as  it  is  trite. 

The  boys  and  girls  that  compose  our  Junior  societies 
to-day  are  the  ministers,  missionaries,  Sunday-school 
teachers,  and  Christian  Endeavor  workers  of  to-morrow; 
and  to  be  used  by  God  to  shape  and  plan  these  young 
lives  for  his  service  is  a  privilege  beyond  comparison. 
So,  dear  superintendents,  let  us  labor,  even  against  great 
odds,  knowing  that  our  labor  is  not  in  vain.  If  you  think 
that  some  of  these  lessons  involve  much  time  and  work, 
remember  that  "immortal  souls  are  your  hire,"  and  they 
are  worth  all  the  trouble  and  effort  that  they  cost. 

Think  of  what  it  would  mean  to  you,  one  day,  to  have 
the  souls  of  these  boys  and  girls  for  stars  in  your  crown 
of  rejoicing. 

In  outlining  the  Junior  topics  the  author  had  in  mind 
those  superintendents  who  have  little  money  at  their  com- 
mand, and  those  who  find  the  work  somewhat  discourag- 
ing, and  feel  at  a  loss,  in  looking  over  the  topic,  to  know 
how  to  carry  it  out  in  a  way  that  will  interest  and  hold  the 
attention  of  the  Juniors,  especially  that  boy  who  sits  on 
the  back  seat  and  whispers  and  laughs,  or  throws  beans 
across  the  room,  and  that  girl  who  always  waits  till  she 
comes  to  Junior  meeting  to  tell  her  friend  about  her  new 
dress  or  the  picnic. 

Some  of  the  lessons  and  stories  may  seem  very  simple 
to  you,  but  remember  that  the  average  Junior  is  about 
ten  or  eleven  years  old.  Christ  often  simplified  his  teach- 
ings by  speaking  in  parables.    To  bring  our  lessons  with- 
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in  reach  of  the  Juniors,  we  must  simplify  them  very 
much,  and  illustrate  by  something  that  will  appeal  to  the 
sight  as  well  as  the  hearing. 

Some  Junior  societies  are  "talked  to  death."  Have 
the  Juniors  do  the  talking.  Manage  your  meetings,  but 
have  the  Juniors  do  the  work.  Ask  questions  that  will 
draw  out  the  thought  desired,  but  never,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, allow  yourself  to  ask  a  question  that  will  in- 
dicate by  its  form  the  answer  sought. 

Do  not  make  your  meetings  long.  When  you  are 
through,  stop.  A  ten  minutes'  lesson,  with  the  point 
made  clear,  is  better  than  a  lesson  half  an  hour  long  if  the 
Juniors  grow  restless  and  lose  interest. 

Work  your  committees.  Much  of  the  burden  of  the 
Junior  work  is  taken  off  the  superintendent  if  the  commit- 
tees are  taught  how  to  work.  Let  them  come  to  your 
home  and  talk  over  plans ;  let  them  feel  a  responsibility; 
expect  a  great  deal  from  them,  and  you  will  not  be  disap- 
pointed. Juniors  will  not  work  unless  they  are  taught 
how. 

A  monthly  business  meeting,  held  at  one  of  the  homes, 
is  almost  essential  to  Junior  work.  These  should  be  held 
early  on  a  week-day  evening;  then  make  it  a  rule  to  hold 
them  one  hour.  A  half-hour  is  usually  enough  for  the 
business,  then  a  half-hour  for  music  and  games.  If  parents 
understand  that  the  children  will  be  sent  home  early  from 
a  business  meeting,  they  will  not  object  to  their  attend- 
ing. In  these  business  meetings  have  the  Juniors  do  the 
business.  With  a  little  practice  they  can  make  the  mo- 
tions, propose  plans,  etc. 

Make  your  missionary  meetings  especially  attractive 
and  interesting.  Always  have  your  missionary  commit- 
tee help  much  with  these.  Teach  the  Juniors  to  give. 
There  are  many  systems  of  collecting  missionary  money, — 
the  banking  system,  envelopes,  mite-boxes,  and  other 
plans.    Have  some  definite  plan  of  giving,  and  never  fail 
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to  use  it.  An  open  meeting  is  often  very  helpful,  and  it 
gives  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  Juniors  a  chance  to 
see  what  the  Junior  meetings  are  like. 

There  is  scarcely  a  society  without  its  mischievous 
boys.  "What  shall  we  do  with  them?"  is  a  common 
question  asked  by  Junior  superintendents.  It  is  the  hard- 
est and  most  discouraging  part  of  Junior  work.  We  must 
not  turn  them  out  of  our  society,  for  we  want  them  for 
Christ. 

Let  us  do  some  planning.  First,  last,  and  always,  pray 
for  them.  Give  them  something  definite  to  do;  show 
them  special  attention;  make  friends  with  them;  gain 
their  confidence;  have  some  quiet  talks  with  them.  Some 
boys  are  starved  for  a  little  attention,  and  can  be  won  en- 
tirely by  showing  a  little  interest  in  them  and  their  plans. 
Some  boys  long  to  have  some  one  ask  them  whether  they 
love  Jesus  and  whether  they  will  not  give  their  hearts  to 
him  and  unite  with  the  church.  In  a  certain  Junior  soci- 
ety tf//the  "mischievous  boys  "  were  won  for  Christ,  and 
changed  so  much  that  they  did  not  seem  like  the  same 
boys.  So  do  not  be  discouraged.  God  will  help  you  in 
this. 

In  your  Junior  work  be  the  "  power  behind  the  throne," 
always  firm,  but  gentle,  patient,  pleasant,  happy,  smiling. 
Above  all  things  win  the  love  of  your  Juniors ;  then  use 
tact.  That  done,  your  society  will  be  a  success,  and  you 
will  be  the  magnet  to  draw  many  to  Christ. 
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WHAT   NEW   THINGS   WOULD    YOU  LIKE 
THIS    NEW  YEAR? 

Ps.  51:  10-12;  Col. 3:  8-14. 

Open  the  meeting  with  a  ten  minutes'  song  ser- 
vice, selecting  the  brightest  songs.  After  the  regular 
opening  exercises  call  the  roll,  and  let  the  Juniors 
respond  by  answering  the  question  of  the  topic  and 
telling  what  new  things  they  want  this  year.  Have 
a  list  of  these  made  on  the  blackboard  by  one  of  the 
Juniors.  Do  not  be  surprised  if  one  says  he  wants 
a  pair  of  skates  and  another  a  new  hat ;  but  let  each 
want  be  placed  on  the  blackboard,  and  the  lesson 
will  develop  their  appropriateness. 

Ask  the  Juniors  how  many  would  rather  have  a 
new  thing  than  an  old,  worn  one.  They  will  of 
course  tell  you  they  would  prefer  the  new.  Then 
ask  how  to  keep  a  thing  new  and  bright.  The  an- 
swer would  be,  "  By  taking  good  care  of  it."  Illus- 
trate by  telling  how  a  good  engineer  keeps  his  engine 
bright  and  clean,  and  a  good  soldier's  gun  always 
looks  just  like  new.  We  may  read  a  book  many 
times,  and,  if  we  are  careful,  it  will  be  as  nice  as 
new  when  we  get  through  with  it ;  but  if  we  pick  it 
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up  with  soiled  hands,  or  leave  it  in  the  damp,  it  will 
soon  look  soiled  and  nothing  can  ever  make  it  clean 
again.  God  has  given  us  a  bright  new  year,  made 
of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  clean,  unsoiled  days. 
How  are  we  going  to  take  care  of  these  days  ?  This 
question  will  suggest  many  plans  for  keeping  our 
new  year  clean  and  bright. 

Have  prepared  a  little  heart  as  a  gift  for  each 
Junior.  These  may  be  cut  from  heavy  white  paper 
or  light-weight  cardboard.  Make  them  about  three 
inches  long  and  proportionally  wide.  Tie  a  loop  of 
tiny  white  ribbon  in  the  top,  and  in  the  centre  print 
the  words,  "  Create  in  me  a  clean  heart,  O  God." 
One  heart  should  be  made  to  look  very  much  soiled. 
Hold  this  up  and  ask  the  Juniors  which  of  them 
would  like  to  have  it.  Then  ask  whether  they  think 
God  likes  to  see  our  hearts  all  soiled  with  sin.  We 
may  want  all  the  pretty  new  things  we  have  named, 
but  the  best  thing  is  a  new  heart  and  God's  help  to 
keep  it  clean.  Close  the  lesson  with  this  thought : 
"  Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  right- 
eousness, and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto 
you  "  (Matt.  6  :  33). 

Follow  this  with  a  prayer  service  in  which  the 
Juniors  will  ask  God  to  help  them  keep  their  hearts 
and  days  clean  this  year.

Three  plans  are  suggested  for  this  meeting :  — 
1.  Prepare  a  card  about  ten  by  twelve  inches  in 
size.  Through  the  centre  draw  a  heavy  line.  On 
the  left  of  this  line  print  the  names  of  things  to  be 
feared,  such  as  swearing,  lying,  stealing,  anger,  drink- 
ing, and  selfishness.  Beneath  these,  this  text,  or 
perhaps  just  the  reference  to  it :  "  But  your  iniquities 
have  separated  between  you  and  your  God,  and  your 
sins  have  hid  his  face  from  you,  that  he  will  not 
hear  "  (Isa.  59  :  2).  On  the  right  of  the  line  print 
the  things  not  to  fear  as  enumerated  in  Rom.  8  :  35, 
38,  39,  ending  with  the  following  quotation  :  "  Nay, 
in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors 
through  him  that  loved  us  "  (Rom.  8  :  37).

paper  to  a  toothpick  for  a  dan- 
ger signal.  Make  a  wing  of 
cardboard,  gilded  or  otherwise 
ornamented.  Let  the  signal  be  placed  over  the  list 
of  things  to  fear,  and  the  wing  of  refuge  over  those 
not  to  fear. 
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2.  Use  the  blackboard  instead  of  the  card,  and 
in  the  same  manner.

WHAT    LESSONS    CAN    WE   LEARN    FROM 
CHRIST'S    BOYHOOD? 

Luke  2:  40-52. 

This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  twelve  lessons  on 
the  life  of  Christ.  These  occur  on  the  third  Sunday 
of  each  month,  and  may- 
be made  the  basis  of  a 
thorough  study. 

For  a  definite  plan  of 
connecting  these  lessons 
through  the  year  we  will 
use  a  ladder,  and  will  build 
it  up  by  adding  a  round  at 
each  of  the  twelve  meet- 
ings. Under  the  ladder 
place  this  question  :  What 
was  Christ's  life  for? 
Then,  when  the  last  les- 
son is  completed,  place 
above  the  ladder  in  answer 
to  this  question  the  words, 
"Forme." 

Make  the  sides  of  the

ladder  of  wood  thirty  inches  long,  one  inch  wide, 
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and  one-eighth  of  an  inch  thick.  These  can  be 
painted,  gilded,  or  wound  with  tinted  or  silver  paper. 
Mark  the  places  where  the  rounds  go  before  fasten- 
ing it  up.  The  rounds  may  be  made  of  pasteboard 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  wide,  the  lower  one  twelve 
inches  long,  the  top  one  seven,  and  the  remaining 
ten  graduated  to  fit  the  ladder.  On  each  of  the 
rounds  print  very  plainly  the  Bible  reference  which 
will  be  given  in  each  lesson.  These  texts  embody 
the  teaching  of  the  lesson,  and  should  be  committed 
to  memory  by  the  Juniors. 

The  letters  to  be  placed  under  the  ladder  should 
be  about  two  inches  high  and  cut  from  cardboard. 
Decorate  them  to  correspond  with  the  ladder. 

Tack  the  sides  of  the  ladder  in  position  on  the 
wall  of  the  room  before  the  first  meeting. 

By  the  use  of  the  ladder  the  Juniors  will  have  a 
more  connected  idea  of  Christ's  life  and  its  purpose 
than  if  you  simply  trust  to  their  memories.  Review 
at  each  lesson  all  the  texts  you  have  placed  on  the 
ladder.  In  these  lessons  the  teachings  of  Christ, 
rather  than  events  and  travels  in  his  life,  are  to  be 
studied. 

In  our  lesson  of  to-day  obedience  and  study  are 
taught  as  the  means  by  which  Christ  fitted  himself 
for  his  life  work.  Let  your  part  be  to  ask  questions, 
and  you  will  be  surprised  that  the  Juniors  have  so 
good  ideas  about  the  lesson.  Show  a  schoolbook 
and  ask  the  Juniors  what  it  is  for.  This  will  lead 
to  a  discussion  on  how  Christ  studied,  and  what  he 
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studied.  What  he  did  while  at  Jerusalem  will  show 
how  well  he  had  studied.  The  fact  that  he  returned 
home  with  his  parents  and  was  subject  to  them 
teaches  his  obedience.  That  he  talked  about  things 
pertaining  to  God  teaches  what  he  was  most  inter- 
ested in.  Show  them  how  the  text  on  the  round, 
Luke  2:52,  sums  up  the  boyhood  of  the  model  man, 
who  was  to  become  the  Redeemer  of  the  world.  As 
the  lesson  closes,  tack  the  first  round  in  place,  and 
let  the  Juniors  repeat  the  text  in  concert. 
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January  22. 
SPEAK  BOLDLY  FOR  GOD;  WHY?  WHEN? 

Exod.  4: 10-15. 

This  meeting  may  be  made  to  vary  from  the  others 
by  having  it  conducted  by  the  different  committees 
of  the  society.  The  music  committee  will  select 
and  announce  the  songs,  and  lead  the  singing.  A 
little  extra  music  may  be  arranged.  The  songs 
throughout  the  meeting  should  be  in  line  with  the 
topic. 

The  flower  committee  may  make  the  room  bright 
with  flowers,  which  always  speak  boldly  for  God. 

The  social  committee  may  act  as  ushers,  and 
supply  the  singing-books.  Then  surprise  every  one 
by  a  cordial  hand-shake  at  the  close  of  the  meeting. 
Many  have  been  drawn  nearer  to  Christ  by  a  clasp 
of  the  hand. 

The  prayer-meeting  committee  will  announce  the 
topic,  read  the  lesson,  offer  the  opening  prayer,  and 
conduct  sentence  prayers  later  on  in  the  meeting. 

The  lookout  committee  will  answer  the  question 
"  Why  ?  "  in  the  topic. 

The  missionary  committee  will  answer  the  ques- 
tion "  When  ?  "  and  this  will  imply  the  question 
"  Where  ?" 
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Meet  with  the  committees,  and  plan  the  meeting 
so  that  they  may  have  a  clear  understanding  of 
what  is  expected  of  them. 

The  lookout  and  prayer-meeting  committees  will 
need  some  suggestions  about  how  to  answer  the 
questions.  The  blackboard  can  be  used  if  thought 
best.  The  Juniors  can  suggest  answers.  Let  the 
responsibility  of  the  meeting  rest  on  the  committees. 
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January  29. 
HOW    SHALL   WE   WORK  FOR   GOD?

This  is  the  Christian  Endeavor  Day  meeting. 
Why  it  is  such  should  be  explained  to  the  Juniors. 
A  short  history  of  Christian  Endeavor  and  its 
growth  may  be  prepared  by  one  of  the  older  mem- 
bers of  your  society,  and  read  at  the  opening  of  the 
meeting. 

Instead  of  having  the  lesson  read  in  the  usual 
way,  the  seven  references  that  compose  the  lesson 
may  be  given  to  as  many  Juniors  a  week  before  the 
meeting.  If  possible,  have  them  committed  to 
memory,  with  the  places  where  they  are  to  be  found. 
A  child  should  sometimes  be  taught  to  learn  the 
reference  as  well  as  the  verse.  These  may  be  called 
for  by  number,  and.  when  they  are  repeated,  the 
principal  thought  of  each  may  be  written  on  the 
blackboard.    The  following  will  prove  suggestive :  —

At  this  stage  make  the  meeting  informal.  The 
above  suggestive  thoughts  will  furnish  ample  ma- 
terial for  a  good  meeting. 

By  emphasizing  the  word  u  we "  in  the  topic, 
plans  for  your  own  work  can  be  discussed,  and 
make  it  even  more  personal  by  urging  the  responsi- 
bility of  each  member  to  the  society  and  the  pledge. 

This  meeting  should  be  very  earnest,  and  each 
precious  heart  should  ask  the  question,  "  Lord,  what 
wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ?  " 

"  Give  me  a  faithful  heart  —  likeness  to  thee, 
That  each  departing  day  henceforth  may  see 

Some  work  of  love  begun , 

Some  deed  of  kindness  done, 

Some  wanderer  sought  and  won, 
Something  for  thee." 
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February  5. 
WHAT    KIND    OF    A    PLACE    IS    HEAVEN? 

Joh?i  /./.• 1-4;  1  Cor.  2:  9. 

Cut  from  cardboard  letters  about  five  inches 
high,  to  make  the  word  "  Heaven."  Varnish  with 
the  white  of  an  egg,  and  while  it  is  moist,  sprinkle 
with  flitter.  Five  cents'  worth  of  mixed  colors  — 
gold,  silver,  red,  and  green  —  will  be  more  than 
enough. 

At  the  preceding  meeting  give  out  the  following 
Bible  references  to  six  of  the  Juniors,  and  tell  them 
to  commit  them  to  memory:  Rev.  21:  18;  Rev. 
21  :  19  ;  Rev.  21 :  21  ;  Rev.  21  :  23  ;  Rev.  21  :  25  ; 
Rev.  7  :  16,  17;  Rev.  6:11. 

Ask  the  Juniors  to  find  out  everything  they  can 
about  heaven  during  the  week,  and  be  ready  to  tell 
it  at  the  meeting  the  next  Sunday. 

Let  the  opening  song  service  consist  of  songs  that 
tell  about  heaven.  Have  the  leader  read  the  first 
reference  of  the  lesson,  John  14  :  1-4. 

Then  have  the  six  Juniors  come  forward,  one  at 
a  time,  in  the  order  of  the  letters,  and  each  one 
fasten  up  a  letter  in  some  way  that  you  will  have 
planned  beforehand,  and  repeat  the  verse.  For  in- 
stance, the  first  one  will  take  the  letter  H,  and  set 
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or  hang  it  up,  and  tell  about  the  wall  that  encloses 
this  beautiful  mansion  which  the  leader  has  just 
read  about.  The  second  will  place  the  letter  J5, 
and  tell  about  the  foundation,  etc.,  till  all  the  letters 
are  in  place.  Then  let  the  leader  read  the  last 
reference,  i  Cor.  2  :  9. 

Here  is  a  letter  that  Martin  Luther  wrote  to  his 
little  boy  about  heaven,  that  may  be  read  to  the 
Juniors,  prefacing  it  with  a  few  words  about 
Luther  :  — 

Grace  and  peace  in  Christ,  my  dear  little  son.  I  see 
with  pleasure  that  thou  learnest  well,  and  prayest  dili- 
gently. Do  so,  my  son,  and  continue.  When  I  come 
home,  I  will  bring  thee  a  pretty  fairing. 

I  know  a  pretty,  merry  garden  wherein  are  many  chil- 
dren. They  have  little  golden  coats,  and  they  gather 
beautiful  apples  under  the  trees,  and  pears,  cherries, 
plums,  and  wheat-plums  ;  they  sing  and  jump,  and  are 
merry.  They  have  beautiful  little  horses,  too,  with  gold 
bits  and  silver  saddles.  And  I  asked  the  man  to  whom 
the  garden  belongs,  whose  children  they  were.  And  he 
said,  "They  are  children  that  love  to  pray  and  to  learn, 
and  are  good."  Then  said  I :  "  Dear  man,  I  have  a  son, 
too;  his  name  is  Johnny  Luther.  May  he  not  also  come 
into  this  garden,  and  eat  these  beautiful  apples  and  pears, 
and  ride  these  fine  horses  ?  "  Then  the  man  said:  "If 
he  loves  to  pray  and  to  learn,  and  is  good,  he  shall  come 
into  this  garden,  and  Lippus  and  Jost,  too;  and  when 
they  all  come  together,  they  shall  have  fifes  and  trumpets, 
lutes,  and  all  sorts  of  music,  and  they  shall  dance,  and 
shoot  with  little  crossbows." 

And  he  showed  me  a  fine  meadow  there  in  the  garden, 
made  for  dancing.    There  hung  nothing  but  golden  fifes, 
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trumpets,  and  fine  silver  crossbows.  But  it  was  early, 
and  the  children  had  not  eaten ;  therefore  I  could  not 
wait  the  dance,  and  I  said  to  the  man :  "  Ah,  dear  sir,  I 
will  immediately  go  and  write  all  this  to  my  little  son 
Johnny,  and  tell  him  to  pray  diligently,  and  to  learn  well, 
and  to  be  good,  so  that  he  also  may  come  to  this  garden. 
But  he  has  an  Aunt  Lehne ;  he  must  bring  her  with 
him."  Then  the  man  said,  "  It  shall  be  so ;  go,  and  write 
him  so." 

Therefore,  my  dear  little  son  Johnny,  learn  and  pray 
away  ;  and  tell  Lippus  and  Jost,  too,  that  they  must  learn 
and  pray.  And  then  you  shall  come  to  the  garden  to- 
gether. Herewith  I  commend  thee  to  Almighty  God. 
And  greet  Aunt  Lehne,  and  give  her  a  kiss  for  my  sake.

HOW    IS     CHRIST    THE    LIGHT    OF 
THE  WORLD? 

John  1:  i-g. 
(A  Missionary  Meeting.    Africa.) 

Let  the  Juniors  name  all  kinds  of  light, —  a 
candle,  lamp,  gaslight,  electric  light,  lighthouse, 
search-light,  sun,  moon,  stars,  etc.,  and  tell  how 
much  each  one  will  light.  For  instance,  a  candle 
will  light  a  small  room,  a  lamp  a  larger  one,  an 
electric-light  tower  a  whole  city  block ;  a  lighthouse 
or  a  search-light  can  be  seen  for  many  miles,  and 
the  sun,  moon,  and  stars  light  one-half  of  the  earth 
all  the  time. 

Now  bring  in  the  thought  of  the  lesson  by  asking 
the  Juniors  to  guess  what  the  one  light  is  that  can 
light  the  whole  world ;  the  light  that  can  make  the 
life  of  the  little  heathen  child  in  Africa  as  radiant  as 
our  owti.  Get  them  to  tell  you  what  they  know 
about  Africa.  With  a  few  questions  and  a  little 
prompting,  a  great  deal  will  be  told. 

Another  thought  to  be  made  plain  in  our  lesson 
is  that  John  came  "  to  bear  witness  of  the  light,  that 
all  men  through  him  might  believe."  We  can  bear 
witness  of  that  light,  and  help  it  shine  into  Africa. 
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Draw  from  the  Juniors,  by  questioning,  how  the 
moon  shines, —  not  by  her  own  light,  but  by  reflect- 
ing the  light  of  the  sun.  So  we  shine  for  Jesus,  not  by 
our  own  goodness,  but  by  reflecting  his  life  and  works. 

We  can  even  shine  for  Jesus  at  home,  and  some  ray 
will  go  across  to  the  dark  country,  and  shine  into 
some  heart.     There  is  a  little  couplet  that  says, — 

The  light  that  shines  the  farthest 
Shines  the  brightest  nearest  home. 

If  we  want  Jesus  to  shine  in  Africa,  we  must 
shine  at  home. 

The  "How?"  of  the  lesson  will  be  better  an- 
swered by  the  Juniors.  Set  a  little  candle  near  the 
blackboard.  Light  it,  and  mark  rays  radiating  from 
the  light.  Name  these  rays  peace,  salvation,  com- 
fort, eternal  life,  etc.  Then,  when  the  lesson  is 
finished,  darken  the  room  if  convenient,  and  have 
the  Juniors  sing  softly  a  prayer  song,  and  follow 
with  sentence  prayers  that  we  may  help  the  light  to 
shine  into  other  lives.

HOW  DO    CHRIST'S  TEMPTATIONS  HELP 
YOU  TO  CONQUER  YOUR  OWN? 

Matt.  4  : 1— ii. 
Heb.  4 :  75. 

The  principal  events  in  Christ's  life,  between  his 
boyhood  and  the  temptation,  are  the  testimony  of 
John  and  the  baptism  in  the  Jordan,  as  found  in 
the  third  chapter  of  Matthew.  If  desired,  you  can 
arrange  with  one  of  your  committees  to  bring  out 
these  connecting  links ;  but  bear  in  mind  that  it  is 
the  teaching,  and  not  the  history,  of  Christ  that  we 
want  to  emphasize  in  this  series  of  lessons. 

Picture  to  the  Juniors  a  perilous  road,  which  is 
full  of  pitfalls  and  sink-holes,  and  so  winds  among 
the  mountains  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  travel  it 
without  a  guide.  Ask  the  Juniors,  if  they  had  to 
travel  such  a  road,  which  they  would  rather  have 
with  them  —  a  guide  that  had  never  been  along  it, 
or  one  that  had  travelled  it  before,  and  knew  every 
dangerous  place  ?  They  will  answer,  "  The  one  who 
knew."  Then  tack  the  second  round  of  the  ladder 
in  place,  and  have  the  Juniors  repeat  the  verse  to 
which  it  refers.  The  lesson  will  follow  that  Christ, 
having  lived  in  the  world,  and  met  all  the  tempta- 
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tions  that  we  meet,  and  knowing  just  how  hard  it  is 
to  resist  them,  will  always  help  and  guide  us  through 
them  if  we  will  let  him. 

A  little  lamb  was  out  on  the  mountain,  and  in 
skipping  about  it  fell  into  a  deep  ravine.  When 
the  kind  shepherd  heard  its  cry,  he  went  and  found 
the  lamb,  and  carried  it  in  his  arms  over  many  rough 
places ;  and,  Juniors,  Jesus  hears  us  cry  to  him,  if 
we  fall  in  the  ravine  of  temptation,  and  will  help  us 
out  and  tenderly  carry  us  back  to  the  fold  if  we  will 
only  let  him. 
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February  26. 
WHAT  DOES  IT  MEAN  TO  FOLLOW  JESUS  ? 

Matt.  4  :  18-23. 

We  will  make  a  chalk-talk  of  this  lesson.  After 
the  lesson  is  read,  let  the  Juniors  tell  what  they  think 
it  means  to  follow  Jesus. 

Write  the  thought  of  each  on  the  blackboard,  and 
much  discussion  will  follow. 

Sum  up  the  whole  with  these  diagonals : 

Forgetting  self,  Just  as  we  are. 

tO  leave  BEaring  burdens  patiently. 

alL  that  CaSting  our  care  on  Him. 

wilL  keep  To  dUty  ever  faithful. 

us  frOm  ChriSt  to  serve. 

being  Wholly  His. 

If  your  society  is  not  very  large,  print  the  diago- 
nals on  enough  cards  to  give  each  Junior ;  children 
think  a  great  deal  of  these  little  gifts,  and  even  so 
small  a  thing  as  this,  seen  years  after,  may  change 
a  whole  life  and  point  the  way  to  Christ.

CHRIST'S  GREAT  COMMANDMENT  AND 
HOW  TO  KEEP  IT. 

John  13:31-38. 

This  lesson  may  be  illustrated  by  having  the 
Juniors  tell  the  story  of  the  good  Samaritan,  as 
found  in  Luke  x.  30-37.  This  may  be  planned  by 
one  of  the  committees  before  the  meeting.  One 
may  tell  how  the  man  fell  among  thieves  ;  another, 
how  the  priest  passed  by;  another,  about  the  Le- 
vite ;  another,  about  the  Samaritan.  Then  let  the 
Juniors  tell  who  this  man's  neighbor  was.  Have 
the  story  told,  not  read  or  repeated  verbatim ;  but 
accustom  the  Juniors  to  telling  the  meaning  of  a 
passage  of  Scripture  in  their  own  words. 

With  a  few  questions  lead  the  Juniors  to  talk 
about  the  pleasant  world  it  would  be  if  every  one 
obeyed  this  new  commandment.  Would  there  be 
very  much  need  of  any  other  command  if  this  were 
obeyed  ? 

How  much  does  Christ  want  us  to  love  one  an- 
other ? 

How  much  does  he  love  us  ? 

Are  we  as  ready  to  forgive  others  as  he  is  to  for- 
give us  ? 
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Did  Peter  love  Christ  as  Christ  loved  him  ? 

Are  we  sure  that  we  love  Christ  ? 

How  can  we  prove  to  Christ  that  we  love  him  ? 

Shall  we  try  this  week  to  follow  the  new  com- 
mandment ? 

Let  the  sentence-prayers  be  that  Jesus  will  help 
us  to  keep  his  new  commandment. 
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March  12. 
HOW  TO  GET  A  PURE  HEART. 

Ps.  24 :  7-6. 
(A  Picture  Story.) 

Once  upon  a  time  —  do  you  like  a  story  that  be- 
gins that  way,  Juniors  ?  Well,  once  upon  a  time 
there  lived  a  very  good  man,  away  up  on  the  top  of 
a  beautiful  hill  [draw  the  hill  with  a  house  and 
some  trees  on  it].     It  was  a  lovely  place,  and  those 

who  lived  there  with 
the  good  man  were 
so  happy.  This  good 
man  had  many  chil- 
dren, whom  he  loved 
very  much.  One  day 
he  sent  two  of  his 
children  on  a  long 
journey,  and  told 
them  that  they  must 
keep  their  hands  and 
faces  clean  [draw  the  two  boys  starting  (see  cut)] ; 
that,  if  they  did  not,  but  should  get  them  soiled 
and  blackened,  they  could  not  come  back  to  the 
beautiful  hill  and  live  with  him.     He  told  them  how

to  keep  clean,  and  said  he  would  be  so  sorry  if 
they  disobeyed  him. 

The  boys  started  on  their  journey.  For  a  while 
everything  was  pleasant.  They  would  linger  in  the 
woods  and  hear  the  sweet  birds  sing,  and  gather  the 
beautiful  flowers ;  and  all  of  these  reminded  them 
of  their  father  and  the  beautiful  hill.  Sometimes 
they  would  stop  at  a  church  [draw  a  church],  and, 
how  strange  !  everything  they  talked  and  sung  about 
was  their  dear  home. 

But,  as  they  went  along,  they  came  to  hard  places 
and  rough  roads,  and  met  some  very  disagreeable 
people.  At  last  one  of  the  boys  began  to  forget 
about  his  hands  and  face,  and,  when  they  would 
come  to  a  place  with  a  sign  like  this  [draw  a  sign 
with  "  SALOON  "  printed  on  it],  he  would  go  in  and 
rest.  He  soon  learned  to  drink  wine  and  beer, 
smoke  pipes  and  cigarettes,  and  play  cards  [draw 
wine-glass,  bottle,  pipe  and  card].  His  brother 
would  not  go  into  these  places.  He  remembered  all 
his  father  had  told  him,  and  wanted  to  please  him, 
and  tried  to  keep  his  brother  from  doing  things  to 
soil  his  hands  and  face.  But  the  brother  kept 
thinking  what  a  good  time  he  was  having,  and  how 
hard  it  was  to  keep  his  face  clean  ;  and,  after  all, 
maybe  his  father  would  not  notice  that  it  was  soiled. 
So  the  boys  went  along,  the  one  singing  merrily  all 
the  time,  though  the  road  was  sometimes  hard  to 
travel,  the  other  growing  more  thoughtless,  until  he 
was  so  changed  you  would  not  have  known  him  as 
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the  same  boy  that  started  out  on  the  journey  [disfig- 
ure the  face  of  one  boy  by  making  spots  on  it]. 

By  and  by  they  got  back  to  the  hill,  and,  when 
the  brother  who  had  kept  his  face  clean  touched  the 
gate  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  it  opened,  and  he  went 
in.  The  other  brother  could  not  open  the  gate, 
and,  as  he  was  wondering  why  he  could  not  get  in, 
he  heard  beautiful  singing,  as  if  it  were  the  angels, 
— "  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord,  or 
who  shall  stand  in  his  holy  place  ?  He  that  hath 
clean  hands  and  a  pure  heart."  He  looked  at  his 
hands,  and  they  were  so  soiled  1  Then  he  thought  of 
what  his  father  had  told  him,  and  oh,  he  was  so 
sorry  !  He  knew  his  face  was  spoiled,  and  he  could 
never  go  into  his  father's  home  and  rest  unless  he 
could  get  it  clean  again.  So  he  turned  away  with 
the  angel  voices  ringing  in  his  ears. 

The  boy  with  the  clean  hands  and  face  went  re- 
joicing up  the  hill ;  and,  when  the  angels  sung  so 
gladly,  he  bowed  at  his  father's  throne,  and  held  up 
his  hands,  and  his  face  fairly  shone,  it  was  so  clean ; 
and  his  father  said,  "  Come  up  higher,"  and  "  I  will 
give  you  a  crown  of  life." 

Now  the  poor  boy  with  the  soiled  hands  and  face 
felt  so  sorry  that  he  had  done  anything  to  spoil 
them  that  he  resolved  to  try  to  get  them  clean.  He 
tried  and  tried ;  but  it  seemed  that  the  harder  he 
tried  the  worse  they  became,  and  in  his  despair  he 
called  to  his  father  to  come  and  help  him  wash  the 
black   from    off   his  hands   and  face.     His   father 
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heard  him.  His  tender,  loving  heart  was  touched, 
and  he  went  and  washed  his  boy  all  clean,  and  took 
him  home  again. 

The  Juniors  will  draw  the  lesson  from  the  story 
that  the  way  to  get  a  pure  heart  is  to  keep  it  pure; 
that  the  way  to  keep  it  pure  is  to  keep  from  doing 
things  that  will  soil  it ;  that,  if  we  get  a  spot  on  it, 
God  alone  can  wash  it  off ;  and  that  he  is  always 
ready  to  do  this  if  we  will  let  him. 
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March  19. 

WHAT  VERSE  IN  THE  SERMON   ON    THE 
MOUNT   HELPS   YOU    MOST? 

Matt.  5,  6,  7. 
Matt.  7:  2Q. 

One  way  to  handle  this  subject  is  to  give  each  of 
the  Juniors,  a  week  before  the  meeting,  a  card  or 
slip  of  paper,  and  ask  each  to  sit  down  with  his 
Bible  sometime  during  the  week,  and  carefully  read 
the  three  chapters  of  our  lesson,  then  write  down 
the  verse  that  has  seemed  the  most  helpful  to  him, 
learn  it,  and  bring  the  card  to  the  meeting.  Let 
these  verses  furnish  thought  for  the  meeting. 

Another  way  will  be  to  select  four  or  five  Juniors, 
or  use  one  of  your  committees.  Have  them  meet 
with  you  and  plan  the  meeting.  They  may  divide 
the  subjects,  and  one  tell  the  teachings  of  the  Beati- 
tudes ;  another,  what  is  said  about  the  salt  and  light. 
They  may  show  some  salt,  and  light  a  little  candle ; 
cover  the  candle  with  a  box,  then  take  the  box  away 
and  let  the  Juniors  draw  the  lesson  Christ  taught. 
Another  may  tell  what  is  said  about  forgiving ;  an- 
other, about  giving  and  praying.  Another  may  tell 
about  the  best  place  to  lay  up  our  treasures,  and 
about  serving  two  masters  ;  another,  about  our  Fath- 
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er's  care ;  and  so  on  with  the  teachings  about  judg- 
ing others,  and  how  God  will  hear  us  if  we  ask. 
Then  will  follow  the  strait  gate,  the  good  fruit,  and 
the  result  of  evil,  the  house  on  the  sand  and  the  one 
on  the  rock,  by  different  ones.  When  the  Lord's 
Prayer  and  the  golden  rule  are  reached,  have  them 
repeated  in  concert  by  the  Juniors. 

The  lesson  completed,  let  the  Juniors  decide  which 
is  the  most  helpful  verse,  and  have  this  for  the  third 
round  on  the  ladder.  Have  them  learn  and  repeat 
the  text  selected. 

Whatever  way  you  plan  the  lesson,  do  not  let  it 
be  read  as  a  whole.  It  would  be  a  remarkable  Jun- 
ior society  that  would  listen  attentively  to  so  long  a 
lesson  and  derive  much  help  from  it. 

The  following  will  make  a  very  pretty  and  sug- 
gestive gift  to  accompany  this  lesson :  cut  from 
cardboard  some  rules,  six  inches  long  and  one  inch 
wide.  Gild  one  side  by  mixing  a  little  bronze  pow- 
der with  the  white  of  egg.  Mark  the  other  side  in 
inches  and  fractions  of  inches ;  below  this  write  the 
golden  rule,  Matt.  7:12.    Present  one  to  each  Junior. 
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March  26. 
HOW   DOES   GOD  PROVIDE   FOR   US? 

Exod.  16:  71-18. 

This  is  one  of  the  topics  in  which  the  Juniors  will 
delight.  With  a  very  little  guiding  they  will  tell  you 
how  God  provides  for  us.  The  Scripture  reading  is 
an  object-lesson  in  itself. 

Have  some  grains  of  wheat  and  a  small  loaf  of 
bread.  The  Juniors  will  see  the  likeness  of  the 
manna  that  fell  from  heaven  to  the  wheat  that  cov- 
ers our  fields.  All  we  have  to  do  is  to  gather  it  and 
prepare  it  for  food.  The  Israelites  had  to  gather 
and  cook  the  manna ;  just  so  with  the  abundance  of 
food  that  God  has  given  us.  Because  he  has  given 
us  this  "manna"  year  after  year,  we  should  not 
cease  to  be  just  as  thankful  for  it. 

God  who  cares  for  the  birds  and  flowers  will  care 
for  his  children  whom  he  loves  so  much. 

The  blackboard  may  be  used  in  this  lesson,  and 
have  one  of  the  Juniors  write  down  the  things  God 
provides  for  us,  as  they  are  suggested  by  the  Juniors. 
The  following  Bible-reading  may  be  used :  Ps.  36  : 
7  ;  104 :  14 ;  Gen.  1  :  30 ;  9  :  3  ;  Eccl.  5:19;  Isa. 
55  :  10;  Luke  12  :  24;   12  :  27,  28. 
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April  2. 
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WHAT   IS   TRUE  WORSHIP   OF  GOD? 

y<?^#  ^.-  ig-24. 

Prepare  a  miniature  altar  by  tak- 
ing a  pasteboard  box  about  ten 
inches  square.  Invert  it,  and  mark 
it  with  heavy  black  lines  to  repre- 
sent stonework.  On  the  front  side 
print  plainly  the  words,  "  Sacrifices 
and  ceremonies  not  true  worship." 
On  the  top  place  a  little  pile  of  small 
sticks  or  broken  matches.  This 
completes  the  altar. 

Cut  from  cardboard  a  heart  about  four  by  four 
inches,  trace  a  scroll  across  it,  and  in  the  scroll  print 
"Love  to  God  true  worship."  Tie  a  ribbon  in  the 
heart  by  which  to  hang  it  up.  With  these  objects 
to  represent  what  Christ  meant  by  worshipping  "ye 
know  not  what "  and  worshipping  "  God  in  the 
spirit,"  it  will  not  be  hard  to  draw  out  from  the  Jun- 
iors by  questions  the  reason  why  one  is  true  worship 
and  the  other  is  not. 

Bring  into  this  lesson  the  thought  of  reverence 
for  God's  house  and  God's  name,  also  the  thought 
that  we  are  in  his  presence  all  the  time  and  that  we

should  make  our  lives  day  by  day  worship  him  "  in 
spirit  and  in  truth."  Christ  comes  to  us  just  as  he 
did  to  the  woman  of  Samaria,  and  reads  our  hearts 
just  as  he  did  hers ;  and  we  should  keep  them  so 
that  we  shall  not  be  ashamed  when  he  says  to  us, 
"  I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  he." 

In  the  prayer  service  that  follows  tell  the  Juniors 
to  bow  their  heads  and  forget  that  any  one  is  in  the 
room  but  themselves  and  God ;  then  in  a  moment  of 
silent  prayer  to  let  him  into  their  hearts ;  then  just 
to  ask  him,  while  they  feel  him  near,  to  help  them  to 
worship  him  with  every  breath. 

While  the  heads  are  still  bowed,  sing  softly, — 

I  need  thee  every  hour, 

Most  holy  One ; 
O  make  me  thine  indeed, 

Thou  blessed  Son.

AN   EASTER   PARABLE. 

Once  there  was  a  little  brown  dried-up  bulb  with 
nothing  pretty  about  it ;  but  God  had  placed  inside 
the  ugly  shrivelled  covering  a  beautiful  lily, —  root, 
stem,  leaves,  flower,  and  all ;  but  so  very,  very  tiny. 

This  bulb  was  buried  in  the  earth,  and  can  you 
tell  what  happened  to  it  there  ?  The  warm  sun 
shone  on  its  grave,  the  rain  moistened  it,  and  one 
day  those  who  had  not  forgotten  where  it  was  buried 
went  there  and  found  a  lovely  white  lily  with  a  beau- 
tiful fragrance ;  and  every  one  who  saw  it  was  glad. 
So  it  is  with  our  dear  Saviour,  and  so  will  it  be  with 
us,  in  God's  good  time,  if  we  are  faithful  Juniors. 

So  at  this  beautiful  Easter  time  may  we  not  let 
the  life  that  burst  from  the  tomb  so  many  years  ago 
come  into  our  lives  so  fully  that  the  angels  will  sing 
for  joy  as  they  did  that  first  glad  Easter  morning  ?

THE     LEAST    OF    CHRIST'S    BRETHREN; 
HOW    HELP    THEM? 

Matt.  25: 31-46. 

Let  the  Juniors  tell  you  who  Christ's  brethren 
are,  then  who  are  the  least  of  his  brethren.  A  talk 
will  follow  this  on  how  to  help  the  needy  and  af- 
flicted, in  which  Juniors  will  take  a  prominent  part. 

Some  definite  plans  of  work  along  this  line  may 
be  arranged  for. 

The  thought  in  our  lesson  to  be  impressed  is  that 
in  helping  those  in  need  we  are  serving  Christ. 

A    STORY. 

In  the  great  city  of  Boston  a  little  Italian  boy 
wandered  along.  He  was  thin  and  frail,  and  his 
little  pinched  face  and  great  brown  eyes  looked  ap- 
pealingly  into  the  faces  of  the  passers-by. 

Finally  they  touched  one  kind  heart,  and  he  was 
taken  to  one  of  the  rescue  homes.  There  he  was 
cared  for  and  nursed  back  to  health.  He  was  loved 
and  petted  by  the  inmates  of  the  home,  and  seemed 
a  veritable  sunbeam  as  he  ran  and  skipped  about  in 
his  joyousness.  One  day  in  his  play  he  ran  right 
into   the   arms   of  the   matron,    a   good,   motherly 
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woman.  She  took  him  up,  and,  almost  smothering 
his  face  with  kisses,  carried  him  into  another  room 
to  show  him  another  baby  face.  It  was  the  picture 
of  the  Madonna  holding  the  baby  Christ  as  painted 
by  Raphael  —  the  mother  with  clinging,  seraphic 
garments,  and  the  babe  with  its  pretty  dimpled  arms 
and  limbs  uncovered. 

The  beauty  of  the  picture  called  forth  an  excla- 
mation from  the  little  Italian  boy ;  but  he  began  at 
once  to  take  off  his  little  coat,  and  said,  "  O,  give 
the  baby  my  coat ;  he  has  none,  and  will  get  so 
cold ;  I  want  him  to  have  my  coat." 

Another  day  some  lovely  roses  were  brought  to 
the  rescue  home  by  a  kind  lady,  and  were  given  to 
the  little  boy.  He  clasped  them  in  his  arms,  thrust 
his  little  face  into  the  bunch  and  said,  "  So  pretty! 
So  pretty  !  "  Then  he  took  out  two  or  three  of  the 
roses,  gave  the  rest  back,  and  said,  "  Take  them  to 
the  little  boy  that  has  no  coat." 

So  from  this  little  waif  of  the  street,  who  wanted 
to  give  of  the  best  he  had  to  the  painted  Christ,  we 
learn  a  lesson.  What  should  we  not  want  to  give  to 
the  real  Christ,  the  real  Saviour  ? 

"  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

HOW  DOES  THE  PARABLE  OF  THE  SOWER 
APPLY  TO  YOU? 

Matt,  ij:  i-g,  18-2J. 
Matt,  ij:  j. 

A  parable  is  to  explain  something  unseen  or  hard 
to  understand  by  some  simpler  thing  that  we  can 
see  and  know  about.  In  other  words,  parables  are 
Christ's  object-lessons.  Have  your  Juniors  tell  the 
story  of  this  parable  and  its  teaching.  With  a  little 
prompting  and  a  few  questions  they  can  tell  it  all. 
Tack  the  fourth  round  of  the  ladder  in  place,  and 
have  the  Juniors  repeat  the  texts  on  all  the  rounds. 
For  our  lesson  of  to-day  prepare  four  hearts.  Cut 
them  from  cardboard.  On  the  first  trace  with  a 
drawing-pencil  a  road  with  some  seed  scattered 
along  it,  and  some  birds  flying.  On 
the  second  draw  some  stones.  On 
the  third,  some  thorns,  and  on  the 
fourth  a  bunch  of  grapes.  Tie  these 
together  in  the  form  of  a  booklet 
with  a  small  ribbon  in  the  order 
mentioned. 

Have  the  leader  read  the  first  three  verses  of  the 
lesson,  then  let  a  Junior  rise  and  take  up  the  story, 
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and  tell  about  the  seed  that  fell  by  the  wayside 
(show  the  first  heart).  Another  Junior  will  tell  the 
teaching  of  this,  verse  19  ;  another  will  tell  of  the 
seed  that  fell  in  stony  places,  and  the  lesson  taught 
by  this,  given  in  verses  20  and  21.  So  proceed  with 
the  lesson,  showing  each  heart  in  order ;  then  fol- 
low with  the  question,  "  Which  of  the  four  hearts  do 
you  want  yours  to  be  like  ?  " 

Suggest  the  thought  for  the  prayer  service  that 
our  hearts  may  be  like  the  good  ground,  that  the 
Master's  seed  may  grow  and  bring  forth  abundant 
fruit.

WHAT    IDOLS    WOULD     GOD     HAVE     US 
OVERTHROW  ? 

Is  a.  2:  IO-21 \ 

(A  Missionary  Meeting.  Asia.) 

This  may  be  made  either  an  object-lesson  or  a 
chalk-talk.      If  the  former,  make  a  miniature  picket 


fence.  The  pickets  may  be  made  out  of  a  straw- 
berry-box, and  fastened  together  with  pliable  wire. 
See  illustration. 

On  each  picket  write  a  word  that  will  signify  an 
idol  that  we  should  overthrow.    Cut  from  cardboard 
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or  heavy  paper  a  map  of  America  and  one  of  Asia. 
Outline  on  these  a  few  of  the  rivers,  countries,  etc. 

Lay  one  of  these  on  each  side  of  the  fence.  On 
America  lay  a  Bible,  and  on  Asia  an  idol.  Perhaps 
you  can  secure  an  idol  for  the  occasion ;  if  not,  out- 
line one  in  cardboard,  attach  a  standard  on  the 
back  so  it  will  stand  up  like  an  easel,  and  use  that. 

The  Bible  represents  our  Christian  country,  where 
we  have  all  the  privileges  and  blessings  of  serving 
God.  The  idol  represents  the  heathen  in  Asia,  who 
know  not  God  or  his  precious  love  and  help ;  and 
here  the  Juniors  will  tell  of  the  thousands  of  suffer- 
ing people  who  are  struggling  in  the  darkness  of  sin 
without  the  hope  of  heaven,  of  the  idolatrous  wor- 
ship, the  killing  of  the  innocent  babes,  the  betrothal 
of  little  children,  and  the  long  years  of  widowhood 
and  servitude.  Then  comes  the  point  of  the  lesson. 
Why  is  Asia  in  darkness  nearly  nineteen  hundred 
years  after  Christ  died  to  save  it  ?  Ah  !  the  fence 
between  us  and  them. 

Of  what  is  that  fence  composed  ?  We  will  read 
the  words  on  it, —  avarice,  greed,  pride,  self,  society, 
money,  home,  friends,  business,  etc.  These  are  our 
idols,  and  before  we  can  help  others  to  know  God, 
we  must  overthrow  these,  and  destroy  the  fence  that 
divides  us. 

But  are  we  to  overthrow  home,  friends, and  business? 
Yes,  if  they  are  idols.  Show  that  the  missionaries 
leave  them  all,  to  go  and  tell  the  story  of  the  cross. 

The  prayer  following  this  lesson  will  ask  God  to 
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help  overthrow  any  idols  that  hinder  us  from  doing 
his  work. 

The  chalk-talk  will  be  carried  out  in  the  same 
manner;  only  use  the  blackboard  and  chalk  instead 
of  the  object-lesson,  working  it  out  as  you  go  along. 
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April  30. 

HOW  DOES    GOD   REWARD   THOSE  THAT 
DO   HIS  WILL? 

John  14: 11-21. 

Our  lesson  is  from  that  beautiful  fourteenth  of 
John — the  comfort  chapter  of  the  Bible.  Let  us 
take  to  our  Junior  meeting  a  "  comfort  bag,"  filled 
with  good  and  useful  things  for  the  Juniors.  Good, 
because  next  to  the  realization  of  God's  rewards  are 
his  promises.  Useful,  because  if  it  were  not  for 
these  precious  promises  and  comforting  words  of 
Christ  our  lives  would  be  void.  It  is  these  that 
help  and  encourage  us  every  day,  and  point  to  the 
time  when  we  can  understand  "  all  things." 

Make  the  comfort  bag  of  heavy  brown  paper,  so 
that  it  will  be  about  ten  by  twelve  inches  after  the 
paper  is  folded ;  paste  or  stitch  the  ends  together, 
leaving  one  side  open,  and  a  flap  to  turn  over. 
After  the  promises  are  placed  inside,  roll  the  com- 
fort bag,  and  tie  with  a  ribbon. 

Cut  as  many  slips  of  paper  as  there  are  Juniors  in 
the  society.  The  slips  should  be  six  inches  long 
and  half  an  inch  wide.  On  each  of  these  write  one 
of  God's  promises  of  reward  to  the  faithful.  On 
one  end  of  each  piece  put  a  little  mucilage,  and  let 
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it  dry.  Put  these  in  the  comfort  bag.  Cut  a  cross 
and  a  crown  out  of  cardboard.  The  cross  should 
be  twelve  inches  high  and  six  inches  wide.  Cut  a 
little  slit  in  each  end  of  the  cross-piece.  On  the 
cross  print  these  words,  "  I  will  bear  my  cross." 
The  crown  is  composed  of  a  strip  of 
cardboard,  an  inch  wide  and  twelve 
inches  long,  fastened  together  at  the 
back.  On  it  print  these  words,  "  A 
crown  of  life."  Fasten  the  cross  on  the 
wall,  and  the  crown  a  little  way  above  it. 
After  the  lesson  has  been  read,  and  the 
subject  has  been  introduced  by  speaking 
of  the  meaning  of  rewards,  who  receive 
them,  etc.,  mention  some  of  the  rewards 
that  are  commonly  given, —  the  reward  card  at  school, 
the  Bible  for  regular  attendance  at  Sunday  school, 
the  laurel  wreath  of  olden  times,  then  the  rewards 
that  God  has  for  those  that  do  his  will. 

Open  the  comfort  bag,  and  have  one  of  the  Juniors 
come  forward  and  take  a  promise  out,  read  it,  slip 
it  through  the  cut  in  the  cross,  and  fasten  the  ends 
together.  The  second  Junior  will  fasten  his  in  the 
other  side  of  the  cross.  Have  each  Junior  take  a 
promise,  read  it,  and  fasten  in  the  links  on  the 
cross,  forming  a  chain.  The  last  one  on  each  side 
will  be  fastened  around  the  crown.  Thus  the  chain  of 
God's  promises  reaches  from  the  cross  we  bear  for 
Christ's  sake  to  "  the  crown  of  righteousness, which  the 
Lord,  the  righteous  judge,  shall  give  us  at  that  day." 
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This  lesson  may  be  made  very  impressive  if,  after 
the  promises  are  read  and  the  chain  is  finished,  the 
Juniors  bow  their  heads,  and  every  child's  voice 
asks  God  for  help  to  do  his  will,  that  they  may 
receive  this  love  that  passeth  all  understanding. 
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May  7. 

WHAT  ARE   SOME  LITTLE  TALENTS  WE 
SHOULD   USE  FOR   CHRIST? 

Matt.  2j:  14-30. 

After  the  lesson  is  read,  tell  the  Juniors  that  we 
will  take  an  inventory  of  the  talents  belonging  to 
the  society,  and  that  they  must  name  the  items.  As 
they  are  named,  write  them  on  the  blackboard. 

Develop  the  lesson  of  the  talents  in  this  way: 
The  master  gave  to  one  servant  five  talents,  to  an- 
other two,  and  to  another  one.  Now,  when  the 
master  returned,  the  first  one  gave  him  the  five 
talents  that  had  been  given  him,  and  five  other 
talents.  So  the  second  had  two  more  talents  to 
give  to  the  master.  Now  God  has  given  us  all  these 
talents  we  have  named, —  tongues,  hands,  eyes, 
minds,  sound  bodies,  etc.,  and  we  are  to  use  them 
to  gain  the  tongues,  hands,  minds,  bodies,  and  souls 
of  others  for  him.  That  is,  the  powers  God  has 
given  us  we  are  to  use  in  gaining  other  souls  for 
him.  If  we  do  not,  we  shall  be  like  the  third  man, 
who  hid  his  talent ;  and  God  will  say  to  us,  as  the 
man  did  to  this  servant,  "  Thou  wicked  and  slothful 
servant,"  "  Cast  him  into  outer  darkness."  Em- 
phasize, as  strongly  as  you  can,  the  thought  that  we 
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are  to  use  all  our  powers  to  win  other  souls  for 
God,  that  it  is  good  to  improve  ourselves  in  every 
way,  so  that  we  can  be  more  useful  to  others. 

Take  my  life,  and  let  it  be 
Consecrated,  Lord,  to  thee; 
Take  my  hands,  and  let  them  move 
At  the  impulse  of  thy  love. 
Take  my  feet,  and  let  them  be 
Swift  and  beautiful  for  thee ; 
Take  my  voice,  and  let  me  sing 
Always,  only,  for  my  King. 

Take  my  will,  and  make  it  thine; 
It  shall  be  no  longer  mine. 
Take  my  heart ;  it  is  thine  own. 
It  shall  be  thy  royal  throne. 
Take  my  love,  my  God,  I  pour 
At  thy  feet  its  treasure-store ; 
Take  myself,  and  I  will  be 
Ever,  only,  all  for  thee.

Outline  a  large  heart  on  the  blackboard,  and  in- 
side the  heart  a  tablet.  The  lesson  should  be  read 
very  carefully,  so  that  all  the  points  may  be  clear  to 
the  Juniors.  Refer  to  the  third  verse,  where  we  are 
told  to  write  certain  things  on  the  tablet  of  our 
hearts.  Have  the  Juniors  suggest  qualities  that  we 
must  possess  to  win  love  and  honor,  and  have  these 
written  in  the  tablet  Our  lesson  suggests  as  these 
qualities,  mercy,  truth,  trust  in  God,  acknowledging 
him,  shunning  evil,  doing  good,  and  keeping  God's 
laws. 

Each  one  of  these  will  suggest  many  thoughts 
that  the  Juniors  will  bring  out.  Whose  love  and 
honor  do  we  want  ? 

If  we  win  the  love  and  honor  of  mother,  father, 
sister,  brother,  teacher,  and  playmates  for  his  sake, 
God  will  love  and  honor  us.  If  we  are  kind,  and 
scatter  smiles  instead  of  frowns,  speak  the  truth,  do 
the  duty  nearest  at  hand,  forgive  instead  of  judge,  so 
that  we  may  please  him,  the  dear  Christ  will  see  that 
we  have  all  the  love  and  honor  our  hearts  may  desire. 
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To  win  love  and  honor.

WHAT  DID  CHRIST  TEACH  BY  HIS  FEED- 
ING OF  THE  FIVE  THOUSAND? 

John  6: 5-14, 
John  6:  2J. 

In  this  lesson  we  talk  of  Christ's  miracles.  Have 
the  Juniors  tell  briefly  the  miracles  as  they  recall 
them,  also  the  lesson  they  teach. 

As  an  object-lesson  you  may  have  a  small  loaf  of 
bread,  a  dried  fish  (perhaps  a  herring),  and  a  small 
basket. 

Another   object-lesson   would   be  to  cut   letters 

to  make  the  word  "  Bread  " 
f3£a$|T  A  Q  out  of  pasteboard,  and  cover 

them  with  the  heads  of 
wheat,  or  by  sprinkling  grains 
of  wheat  over  them  while  the 
mucilage  is  moist.  Tack 
these  on  the  wall,  and  beneath  the  word  "bread" 
place  a  Bible,  and  leaning  against  it  a  cross  which 
has  been  cut  from  paper  or  cardboard,  or  use  one 
that  you  have  used  in  a  former  lesson.  This  repre- 
sents the  bread  that  we  eat  and  the  bread  of  heaven. 
If  the  lesson  has  been  carefully  read,  the  Juniors 
will  be  able,  by  a  little  prompting  on  your  part,  to 
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give  all  the  incidents  connected  with  the  feeding  of 
the  five  thousand. 

The  loaf  and  the  fish  in  the  basket  may  be  showed 
by  one  of  the  smaller  boys,  and  he  may  tell  how  a 
little  lad,  perhaps  no  larger  than  himself,  had  five 
barley  loaves  and  three  small  fishes ;  and  this  was 
all  the  food  in  that  great  multitude.  Christ  took 
his  little  lunch,  and  blessed  it,  and  fed  a  great  many 
people  with  it,  and  had  twelve  large  baskets  full 
left  over.  May  we  not  hope  that  God  will  bless 
something  we  have  and  turn  it  to  some  great  good 
for  ourselves  and  others  ? 

Tack  the  fifth  round  on  the  ladder  after  repeat- 
ing the  text  it  refers  to.  Show  the  Juniors  how 
Christ  teaches  us  by  this  parable  that  we  are  not  to 
work  just  for  our  food  and  clothes,  but  for  the  bread 
of  life ;  and  how,  when  the  disciples  asked  Christ 
how  we  could  "  work  the  works  of  God,"  he  said  by 
believing  in  him  whom  God  sent,  and  how  this 
means  faith.  So  our  lesson  means  that  if  we  trust 
God  he  will  feed  us,  not  only  with  the  loaves  and 
fishes,  but  with  the  bread  of  life. 
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May  28. 

WHAT   LESSONS   CAN   WE   LEARN   FROM 
PAUL'S    SHIPWRECK? 

Acts  27:  g-44. 

Meet  with  your  prayer-meeting  committee  and 
plan  this  meeting  ahead.  The  Scripture  lesson  is 
too  long  to  be  read  with  profit  to  the  Juniors,  so  a 
good  way  would  be  to  divide  it  into  sections.  Let 
one  tell  about  the  storm  at  sea,  how  Paul  advised 
them  not  to  sail  at  that  time,  how  the  sailors  ignored 
his  words,  etc.  Have  another  tell  about  the  visit  of 
the  angel  to  Paul  and  its  result;  another,  about 
their  fear  of  being  dashed  on  the  rocks,  their  cast- 
ing the  anchors,  and  Paul's  reassurance  and  faith ; 
another  may  finish  the  story  of  their  breaking  their 
fast,  and  the  other  events  that  followed,  closing 
with  their  escape  to  land  on  pieces  of  the  wreck. 
Told  in  this  way,  the  story  will  be  very  interesting. 

The  lessons  from  the  story  may  be  drawn  from 
the  Juniors.    They  may  be  summed  up  as  follows  :  — 

First.  It  is  better  to  follow  the  advice  of  a  wise, 
God-fearing  person  than  to  go  blindly  on  in  our  own 
way. 

Second.  If  we  trust  God,  the  angels  will  not  be 
very  far  away. 
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Third.  Use  the  anchor  of  faith,  or  we  shall  be 
dashed  upon  the  rocks  of  sin  and  perish. 

Fourth.  Take  care  of  our  health,  so  that  we  may 
have  strength  to  meet  difficulties,  and  thank  God 
for  what  he  gives  us. 

Fifth.  When  the  storm  of  life  is  fierce,  and  its 
wraves  are  high,  we  may  trust  ourselves  in  them  in 
God's  care,  and  he  will  land  us  safely. 

A  very  pretty  gift  for  this  lesson  would 
be  an  anchor  cut  from  tinted  cardboard, 
and  the  word  "  Faith  "  printed  on  it. 
Give  one  to  each  Junior  at  the  close  of 
the  lesson. 

The  sentence  prayers  following  will  be  a  request 
to  God  for  more  faith. 

So  I  go  on  not  knowing. 

I  would  not  if  I  might ; 

I  'd  rather  walk  in  the  dark  with  God 

Than  go  alone  in  the  light. 

I  'd  rather  walk  by  faith  with  him 

Than  go  alone  by  sight.

HOW    TO    MEET    DANGERS    AND    DIFFI- 
CULTIES. 

£07*1.8:31,32,35,37-39. 
David  and  the  Giant  (a  Picture  Story). 

Many,  many  years  ago  there  lived  in  a  far-off 
country  a  little  boy  whose  name  was  David 
[draw  David  on  the  blackboard].  He  was  a  very 
happy  boy,  and  because  he  was  good  and  happy 
every  one  loved  him.  His  home  was  among  the 
hills,  and  he  had  so  good  a  time  climbing  about 
and  watching  the  birds  and  squirrels !  He  could 
run  almost  as  swiftly  as  the  deer  that  roamed  about 
his  father's  woods.

and  took  care  of  the  sheep.     While  he  was  spend-

ing  the  long  summer  days  among  the  trees  and 
flowers,  he  learned  to  play  the  harp  [erase  the 
shepherd's  crook  and  draw  a  harp  in  its  place]. 

One  day  the  king  heard  David  playing  his  harp, 
and  it  pleased  him  so  much  that  he  asked  David's 
father  whether  he  might  take  him  to  his  palace. 
So  David  went  home  with  the  king,  and  played  for 
him  whenever  he  was  sad.  The  king  also  made 
him  his  armor-bearer.  But  after  a  time  David  re- 
turned home,  and  tended  his  father's  sheep  again. 
Now,  Juniors,  it  did  not  spoil  David  to  be  in  the 
king's  house,  but  he  was  always  happy  doing  what- 
ever seemed  best,  and  grew  strong,  and  learned  all 
he  could.  Often  he  had  to  fight  with  wild  beasts 
that  would  have  carried  off  his  sheep.  But  he  had 
no  fear  of  them. 

War  broke  out  in  the  country  where  David  lived, 
and  three  of  his  brothers  enlisted.  One  day 
David's  father  told  him  to  leave  his  sheep  with  a 
keeper,  and  take  some  things  to  the  camp  where 
his  brothers  were.  Do  you  think  David  was  afraid 
to  go  into  this  danger?     We  will  see. 

When  David  got  to  the  camp,  they  were  getting 
ready  to  go  into  battle.  When  the  enemy  came 
up,  among  them  was  a  great  giant,  and  he  fright- 
ened the  soldiers  so  that  most  of  them  ran  away. 
But  our  brave  boy  stood  up  and  told  them  not  to 
be  frightened,  for  God  would  not  let  this  wicked 
giant  overcome  them.  He  said  he  would  go  and 
fight  the  giant,  but  the  king  said  he  was  not  able. 
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David  told  him  how  he  had  killed  a  lion  and  a  bear 
that  had  troubled  his  sheep,  and  he  thought  he 
could  kill  the  giant.  So  the  king  told  him  to  go, 
and  trust  in  God.  David  took  his  sling,  and  put 
five  smooth  stones  in  his  shepherd's  bag,  and  went 
to  meet  the  giant  [draw  David  with  the  sling]. 
The  giant  came  toward  him  with  a  great  sword  in 
his  hand,  and  covered  with  armor.  He  began  to 
brag  and  bluster  [draw  the  giant  with  his  sword]. 
At  this  point  in  the  story,  preparation  having 
been  made  beforehand,  have  one  of  the  Juniors 
get  up  and  tell  what  Goliath  said,  as  told  in  i  Sam. 
17  :  43,  44.  Then  let  another  tell  what  David  said, 
as  told  in  the  forty-fifth  verse  of  the  same  chapter. 
Then  by  a  little  questioning  the  Juniors  will  finish 
the  story  of  how  David  killed  the  giant,  and  draw 
from  it  the  lesson  that  the  way  to  conquer  dangers 
and  difficulties  is  to  ask  God  to  help  us,  for,  "  if 
God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us?  "  and  with 
his  aid  in  all  these  things  "  we  are  more  than  con- 
querors." 

Note. —  Do  not  try  to  make  your  figures  lifelike.  Any 
attempt  to  do  this  will  spoil  it  all.  The  vivid  imagination 
of  the  children  will  supply  all  deficiencies.  The  best  way 
would  be  to  have  one  of  the  Juniors  make  the  pictures 
while  you  tell  the  story.

THE   GOOD    THAT    COMES    FROM    BEING 
GENEROUS. 

Prov.  11 :  24-31. 

Illustrate  this  lesson  by  having  the  Juniors  tell 
you  how  a  farmer  sows  his  wheat.  The  point  to 
bring  out  is  that  he  buys  the  very  best  he  can  get, 
will  pay  a  dollar  a  bushel  for  it  if  necessary,  and 
then  takes  it  out  into  the  field,  and  scatters  it  all 
over  the  ground.  Does  it  not  seem  wasteful  to 
throw  the  good  wheat  away  in  that  manner  ?  Why 
not  take  the  poor  wheat  that  does  not  cost  so 
much  ?  Why  not  put  it  away  in  a  nice,  clean  bin 
instead  of  scattering  it  over  the  ground  ?  The 
answers  will  give  the  lesson  to  the  Juniors.

WHAT   DO   YOU   LEARN   ABOUT   JESUS 
FROM   HIS   TRANSFIGURATION? 

Mark  g:  2-10. 
Mark  g:  7. 

Write  out  the  story  of  the  lesson  and  divide  it 
into  sections,  one  for  each  of  the  Juniors  if  possi- 
ble. The  following  will  give  an  idea  of  how  this 
may  be  done. 

Jesus  had  been  preaching  and  working  for  two 
years  and  a  half,  apparently  without  success.  The 
opposition  of  the  Jews  had  been  growing  stronger  and 
stronger  until  now,  and  the  end  had  nearly  come. 

Already  he  had  begun  to  tell  them  that  he  must 
go  to  Jerusalem,  and  suffer  many  things,  and  be  re- 
jected by  the  elders  and  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  the  third  day  rise  again. 

Peter  began  to  find  fault  with  him,  and  to  tell 
him  that  this  must  not  be  ;  but  Jesus  told  him  that 
that  was  the  only  way  to  succeed  in  his  mission, 
and  that  if  any  one  wanted  to  be  like  him  he  must 
not  be  selfish,  or  look  for  honor  in  this  world,  but 
must  be  ready  to  give  up  everything  for  him. 

This  must  have  made  them  feel  very  sorry,  espe- 
ciaJJv  the  thought  that  Christ  was  going  to  be  killed. 
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Possibly  Christ  himself  looked  forward  to  the  suf- 
fering and  death  that  were  before  him  with  the 
same  dread  that  we  should  feel. 

So  after  six  days  Jesus  took  with  him  Peter  and 
James  and  John,  and  went  up  into  a  high  mountain 
apart  by  themselves  to  pray.  And.  as  he  was  pray- 
ing, a  wonderful  change  came  over  him  :  he  was 
transfigured  before  them,  and  his  face  became  as 
bright  as  the  sun.  His  very  garments  were  daz- 
zlingly  bright,  whiter  than  any  cloth  that  was  ever 
made  on  earth. 

Most  wonderful  of  all,  though  just  a  moment  be- 
fore they  had  been  alone  there  together,  there  ap- 
peared in  the  midst  of  the  light  and  the  glory  two 
men,  and  the  disciples  saw  that  they  were  Moses 
and  Elijah, —  the  two  greatest  prophets  that  had 
ever  lived,  and  they  were  talking  with  Jesus  about 
his  death  on  the  cross.  Now  Peter  and  the  other 
disciples  that  were  with  Jesus  were  very  sleepy  ; 
but,  when  they  awakened,  they  saw  his  glory  and 
the  two  men  that  stood  with  him.  Peter  wanted  to 
make  three  tabernacles,  or  little  houses,  for  them 
to  dwell  in.  He  scarcely  knew  what  he  was  saying, 
for  they  were  very  much  afraid. 

Just  then  there  came  a  bright  cloud  and  out  of  it  a 
voice  saying,  "  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am 
well  pleased;  hear  ye  him."  When  the  disciples 
heard  this,  they  were  so  scared  that  they  fell  on  their 
faces  ;  but  Jesus  came  to  them  and  touched  them  and 
said,  "  Arise  and  be  not  afraid."     "  And  suddenly, 
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when  they  had  looked  round  about,  they  saw  no 
man  any  more,  save  Jesus  only  with  themselves. " 

Ask  the  Juniors  questions  that  will  draw  out  what 
they  have  learned  about  Christ  in  the  transfigura- 
tion.

WHAT  QUALITIES   MAKE  UP  A  PERFECT 
CHRISTIAN  CHARACTER? 

i  Cor.  ij:  4-8. 

Have  one  of  the  boys  lead  this  meeting,  and  fur- 
nish him  with  a  jewel-case ;  any  kind  will  answer 
the  purpose.  The  jewel-case  will  have  in  it  jewels 
made  of  cardboard  that  will  represent  the  qualities 
of  a  Christian  character. 

Cut  from  cardboard  (green- 
tinted  if  you  can  get  it)  enough 
Love  ^  diamond-shaped  cards,  two 
inches  wide  and  four  inches 
long,  for  each  member  of  your 
society.  Tie  a  tiny  pink  ribbon  in  one  corner  of 
each.  On  one  side  write  the 
name  of  the  jewel  and  on  the 
other  side  the  verse  of  Scrip- 
ture that  describes  it.  For 
instance,  Purity,  "  Blessed 
are  the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see  God." 

The  following  is  a  list  of  qualities.  Many  more 
may  be  added,  or  duplicates  may  be  made  of  these.

These  little  cards  will  be  placed  in  the  jewel-box. 
After  the  leader  has  read  the  lesson  he  will  open 
his  box  and  tell  the  Juniors  that  he  has  here  a 
jewel-case  and  it  contains  the  most  precious  jewels 
in  the  world.  They  are  diamond-shaped,  but  if 
worn  properly  they  far  excel  diamonds  in  brilliancy 
and  value ;  the  more  one  wears  of  them,  the  better 
they  shine ;  each  additional  one  adds  to  the  bril- 
liancy of  the  others.  Then  he  may  invite  the  Juniors 
forward,  one  at  a  time,  and  give  one  of  the  cards  to 
each.  They  will  read  the  name  of  their  jewels, 
which  may  be  written  on  the  blackboard  by  one  of 
the  Juniors.  Then  let  the  verse  on  the  other  side 
be  read.  The  list  of  names  on  the  blackboard 
should  be  read  off  in  concert,  when  all  the  cards 
have  been  distributed.  The  "jewels"  may  be 
pinned  on  the  Juniors  as  badges.

THE  FRUIT  GOD  WANTS  US  TO  BEAR. 

Gal.  5;  iQ-26. 

At  this  time  of  the  year  there  is  fruit  in  almost 
every  section  of  the  country ;  so  we  will  take  a 
plate  of  fruit  for  our  object-lesson  to-day, —  straw- 
berries, apples,  peaches,  oranges,  gourds,  burrs, 
deadly-nightshade  berries,  and  weed  seeds, — a 
mixture  of  all  kinds  of  fruit,  good,  worthless,  and 
poisonous,  that  you  can  find. 

Omit  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson  at  the 
opening  of  the  meeting. 

Take  up  the  fruit  piece  by  piece,  and  let  the 
Juniors  tell  you  what  each  is,  and  its  qualities,  lay- 
ing the  good  and  bad  in  separate  piles.  Now  have 
the  lesson  read.  The  Juniors  will  readily  see  that 
the  good  fruit  represents  the  "fruit  of  the  Spirit," 
and  the  weeds,  nightshade,  etc.,  the  evil  fruit.  Can 
a  thistle  plant  bear  apples  or  oranges  ?  Or  can  a 
peach  tree  have  on  it  nightshade  berries  ?  We  can 
be  thistle  Juniors ;  butif  we  are  we  need  not  ex- 
pect to  bring  forth  the  good  "  fruit  of  the  Spirit," 
but  we  shall  be  sure  to  bring  forth  the  fruit  of  the 
thistle,  which  stings  and  hurts  every  one  near  it. 
This  fruit  is  called  wrath,  strife,  drunkenness,  rev- 
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elling,  etc.  Should  we  not,  rather,  be  like  the 
beautiful  orange-tree,  with  its  green  leaves,  which 
cast  a  beautiful  shade ;  its  fragrant  blossoms, 
which  may  be  likened  to  good  influence ;  and  its 
ripe  fruit,  which  every  one  likes  to  have  ? 

While  we  are  Juniors  we  must  plant  the  seed  of 
the  good  fruit  in  our  hearts,  and  keep  out  the  seed 
of  the  evil  fruit.  Then,  if  we  carefully  tend  the 
plant  as  it  grows,  the  ingathering  will  be  the  "  fruit 
of  the  Spirit."

HOW  TO  TELL  OTHERS  ABOUT  GOD. 

Acts  17;  22-31. 
(A  Missionary  Meeting.    South  America.) 

During  the  week  preceding  this  meeting  get  one 
of  the  Juniors  to  outline  a  map  of  South  America 
with  hearts  scattered  over  it.  This  should  be 
drawn  on  heavy  cardboard,  cut  out,  and  a  standard 
about  two  inches  wide  glued  to  the  back,  so  as  to 
make  a  kind  of  easel. 

Make  a  screen  out  of  cardboard  or  pasteboard. 
Print  on  the  front  of  it  in  large  letters,  "  Supersti- 
tion, Idol  Worship,  Ignorance."  On  the  back  ar- 
range a  standard  as  on  the 
map.  Print  on  a  card  in  large 
letters,  "  Christ's  Light,"  and 
hang  it  on  a  lamp.  The  map 
and  screen  will  be  in  propor- 
tion to  the  height  of  the  lamp, 
the  map  not  quite  so  high  as  the  lamp,  the  screen 
a  little  higher.  Arrange  these  on  a  table  where  all 
the  Juniors  can  see.  Place  the  screen  between  the 
lamp  and  the  map  in  such  a  way  that  the  shadow 
of  the  screen  will  fall  on  the  map. 

Here  is  the  lesson :  There  are  many   hearts   in 
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South  America ;  but  they  are  in  darkness  because 
there  is  a  great  screen  of  superstition,  idolatry,  and 
ignorance  between  them  and  Christ's  light.  How 
can  this  be  removed  ?  The  light  is  shining,  and  it 
will  shine  on  the  hearts  of  South  America  in  all  its 
brightness  if  the  screen  can  only  be  removed.  Ask 
the  Juniors  how  this  can  be  done.  The  answer,  of 
course,  will  be  that  some  one  must  go  and  take  it 
away.  Have  one  of  the  Juniors  come  forward  and 
take  the  screen  away.  Then  the  light  shines  on 
the  hearts  in  South  America.  If  the  hearts  on  the 
map  are  outlined  with  gold  paint,  the  effect  will  be 
very  pretty.  The  lesson  will  follow  that  we  can 
help  take  this  screen  away.  The  Juniors  will  sug- 
gest ways  in  which  this  can  be  done.  The  princi- 
pal thought  is  of  helping  others  to  go,  who,  with 
God's  help,  will  remove  this  screen.  Then  comes 
the  thought  of  giving,  and  that  every  little  helps. 

This  may  be  made  an  open  meeting,  and  the 
older  society  and  the  parents  of  the  Juniors  may 
be  invited.  With  a  little  extra  music  this  will 
make  a  very  interesting  meeting,  and  others  besides 
the  Juniors  will  want  to  help  remove  the  screen  so 
that  Christ's  light  will  shine  on  South  America.

HOW  IS  JESUS  LIKE  A  GOOD  SHEPHERD  ? 

John  10: 1-16. 
Luke  ig:  10, 

After  the  lesson  is  read  have  the  Juniors  tell 
you  all  the  qualities  of  a  good  shepherd.  As  they 
are  suggested,  have  some  of  the  Juniors  who  have 
been  supplied  with  slips  with  just  the  verse  or  part 
of  a  verse  written  out,  read  or  repeat  the  text  that 
tells  about  that  particular  quality.  The  following 
questions  and  their  .answers  will  give  the  idea  : — 

Where  will  a  good  shepherd  enter  in  ?  "  But  he 
that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the 
sheep." 

How  does  he  call  his  sheep  ?  "  The  sheep  hear 
his  voice,  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name." 

Does  he  drive  them  out?  He  "leadeth  them 
out."  "  He  goeth  before  them,  and  the  sheep  fol- 
low him." 

What  would  happen  if  a  stranger  should  try  to 
get  the  sheep  out  in  the  same  way  ?  "  A  stranger 
will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him ;  for 
they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers." 

What  is  the  difference  between  the  good  shep- 
herd and  a  hireling  ?     "  The   hireling   fleeth,  be- 
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cause  he  is  an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the 
sheep."  "The  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for 
his  sheep." 

What  care  does  the  good  shepherd  have  for  other 
sheep  besides  his  own  flock?  "Other  sheep  I 
have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold ;  them  also  I  must 
bring ;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one  shep- 
herd." 

A  number  of  other  qualities  may  be  brought  out 
by  appropriate  questions. 

When  the  lesson  is  nearly  finished,  tack  the  next 
round  on  the  ladder  and  have  the  Juniors  repeat 
the  text.  Do  not  neglect  to  have  all  the  ladder 
texts  repeated  at  each  of  these  monthly  meetings, 
as  they  are  the  connecting  links  of  the  life  of 
Christ.  Have  those  texts  so  thoroughly  learned 
that  on  pointing  to  any  reference  the  Juniors  can 
at  once  repeat  the  text.

The  above  is  a  modified  form  of  a  promissory 
note,  and  let  each  Junior  fill  out  the  blank  with  a 
suggestion  as  to  what  the  debt  is  to  be  paid  with. 
Have  enough  notes  so  that  each  Junior  may  have 
one.  Let  them  be  passed  with  some  pencils  after 
the  lesson  has  been  read. 

Discuss  the  subject  of  debt  with  the  Juniors. 
What  does  it  mean  to  owe  ?  What  to  pay  ?  What 
is  interest  ?  Have  the  Juniors  read  the  note.  Be 
sure  they  understand  it.  Ask  whether  any  are 
there  who  do  not  want  to  sign  this  note.  Ask  how 
many  will  begin  right  away  to  pay  both  principal 
and  interest.  Ask  how  long  they  think  it  will  take 
them  to  pay  all  they  owe  to  father  and  mother. 

Then  let  them  fill  in  the  blank.  They  will  read- 
ily see  that  mother  and  father  like  best  to  be  paid 
in  obedience,  kindness,  gentleness,  love,  etc.  After 
all  the  blanks  have  been  filled  and  signed,  ask  them 
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to  rise,  one  at  a  time,  tell  what  debt  they  owe  their 
parents,  and  read  their  note  in  full. 

Let  the  sentence  prayers  which  follow  be  that 
God  will  help  them  pay  this  debt  of  love. 

Tell  the  Juniors  to  take  the  little  notes  home  and 
give  them  to  mother  and  father.

PRIDE,  AND  THE  HARM  IT  DOES. 

Phil.  2:3-15. 
(A  Fable.) 

Once  there  were  two  streams  that  flowed  through 
meadow  and  wood,  rippling  and  shimmering  in  the 
sunshine  and  under  the  leaves,  dancing  over  rocks, 
and  eddying  in  little  still  pools.  Why,  one  would 
think  nothing  could  be  happier  than  those  merry 
streams. 

But  one  of  them  grew  very  much  dissatisfied, 
and  thought,  "  O,  if  I  were  only  wider,  how  much 
happier  I  should  be!  "  So  it  began  to  spread  out 
and  get  broader,  till  it  soon  covered  a  whole 
meadow.  But  it  had  no  more  water  in  it  than  be- 
fore ;  so,  as  it  grew  wider,  it  grew  shallower.  Be- 
sides, it  had  left  its  clean,  stony  bottom,  and  had, 
instead,  just  black  mud  that  made  disagreeable 
odors.  Soon  rank  weeds  grew  all  over  it,  a  green 
scum  gathered  on  the  top  of  the  water,  and  every 
one  avoided  it.  Instead  of  being  a  clear,  cool 
stream,  it  had  become  only  a  stagnant,  poisonous 
swamp,  swarming  with  snakes  and  lizards. 

Now  the  other  stream  kept  on  in  its  little  rocky 
channel,  giving  a  cool  drink  to  the  thirsty  traveller, 
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the  cattle  in  the  fields,  and  the  little  birds  in  the 
woods.  The  flowers  on  its  brink  bent  over  and 
kissed  it.  Other  little  streams  flowed  into  it  here 
and  there  along  the  way,  until,  after  it  had  flowed 
cheerfully  on  for  miles  and  miles,  it  became  a  wide, 
deep  river,  and  large  ships  sailed  on  it,  and  at  last 
it  became  a  part  of  the  great  blue  sea. 

Prepare  little  cards  for  this  meeting,  one  for  each 
Junior.  These  can  be  plain  with  the  verses  written 
on  them,  or  a  little  slit  can  be  cut  in  the  corner  and 
a  pansy  or  other  small  flower  slipped  through.

In  these  clouds  write 
the  names  of  the  witnesses  that  are  referred  to  in 
our  lesson.

Under  the  first  head  would  probably  be  named 
cheating,  lying,  quarrelling,  playing  for  keeps,  bul- 
lying, etc.;  under  the  second,  disobedience,  disre- 
spect, anger,  idleness,  etc.;  under  the  third,  bad 
companions,  bad  words,  bad  books,  bad  habits, 
etc.;  and  under  the  fourth,  envy,  pride,  selfishness, 
hate,  unkindness,  etc.  By  a  little  help  the  Juniors 
can  fill  these  in.  To  vary  the  plan  a  little,  as  a 
Junior  thinks  of  a  fitting  word,  let  him  come  for- 
ward quietly  and  write  it  with  the  brace  where  it 
belongs. 

Let  this  lesson  lead  to  some  earnest  heart-search- 
ing. Do  any  of  these  sins  belong  to  us  ?  If  so, 
how  can  we  conquer  them  ?  We  ourselves  cannot, 
for  God  alone  can  "  deliver  us  from  evil."  Shall 
we  let  him  ?  Shall  we,  "  trusting  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  for  strength,  strive  "  to  conquer  these  sins? 
He  may  chasten  us,  but  at  last  we  can  say,  "  In  all 
these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors  through 
him  that  loved  us."

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August  13. 
HOW  TO  CARE  FOR  THE  WEAK. 

Rom.  14: 17-21;  15;  1-3. 
(A  TEMPERANCE  TOPIC.) 

Explain  to  the  Juniors  why  Paul  used  the  term 
"meat."  A  very  good  way  would  be  to  ask  one  of 
the  Juniors  the  preceding  Sunday  to  tell,  at  the  next 
meeting,  of  the  old  Jewish  custom  of  abstaining 
from  certain  meat.  Then  Paul  says  that  if  a  per- 
son thinks  it  is  wrong  to  eat  meat,  we  must  not 
only  keep  from  tempting  him,  but  must  abstain 
from  tempting  him  by  eating  it  ourselves.  So  also 
with  drinking  wine  or  anything  that  would  lead  an- 
other to  do  wrong. 

Have  the  Juniors  name  a  number  of  things  that 
may  cause  a  "  weak  brother  to  fall,"  such  as  drink- 
ing wine,  playing  cards,  going  on  the  street  at 
night,  smoking  cigarettes,  dancing,  etc.  These 
may  not  hurt  us  ;  but  the  friend  who  is  with  us, 
perhaps  some  one  we  love  dearly,  whom  we  would 
not  hurt  for  anything,  will  be  tempted,  or  by  our 
influence  be  led  to  take  the  first  step  that  will  take 
him  to  destruction. 

A  boy  may  learn  to  play  for  "  keeps  "  at  school ; 
when  he  gets  a  little  older,  he  may  learn  to  play

cards  ;  and  he  will  think  it  no  harm  to  "  put  up  "  a 
little  money,  till  almost  before  he  knows  it,  he  is  a 
gambler.  If  you  play  for  "  keeps,"  boys,  the  little 
brother  at  home  will  play  for  "  keeps"  because  you 
do.  If  you  say  a  bad  word,  the  little  boy  in  the 
first  grade  who  hears  you  will  say  it ;  and  that  may 
be  the  beginning  of  a  great  deal  of  evil. 

Did  you  ever  throw  a  pebble  into  the  water  and 
see  the  circles  spread  out,  growing  larger  and 
larger  till  thev  reached  the  shore  ?  Our  influence  is 
like  that ;  one  little  wave  of  wrong  may  spread  and 
spread,  till  it  touches  a  large  circle  of  our  friends, 
and  all  are  affected  bv  it.  So  we  must  wratch  our 
little  acts,  more  for  the  sake  of  our  "  weak  brother  " 
than  for  our  own  sake. 

The  last  three  verses  of  the  Scripture  lesson 
should  be  memorized  by  the  Juniors. 

Place  the  following  acrostic  on  the  blackboard, 
and  have  the  Juniors  learn  it.  Or  it  may  be  cop- 
ied on  cards,  and  one  be  given  to  each  Junior.  We 
will  call  it  our  influence  pledge.  They  may  sign  it 
and  ask  God  to  help  them  keep  it.

WHAT  ENCOURAGEMENT  MAY  WE  GET 
FROM  THE  STORY  OF  ZACCHAEUS  ? 

Luke  ig:  i-io. 

Call  special  attention  to  the  reading  of  the  les- 
son to-day.  After  it  has  been  read  let  the  Juniors 
name  the  characteristics  of  Zacchaeus,  and  have 
them  written  on  the  blackboard.  First,  he  had  a 
peculiar  name,  but  it  means  "pure."  He  was  a  tax- 
gatherer  and  rich ;  he  was  determined,  for  he  ran 
before  the  crowd  and  got  up  in  a  tree ;  he  was 
happy,  for  he  received  Christ  joyfully  ;  he  was  gen- 
erous and  benevolent ;  he  was  a  sinner,  for  he  had 
accused  people  falsely. 

Now  the  thought  of  the  lesson  is  here :  Zac- 
chaeus had  many  odds  against  him,  but  he  was  de- 
termined to  see  Jesus.  If  we  are  determined  to  see 
Jesus  we  can.  He  did  not  even  hope  to  speak 
with  Jesus,  for  the  crowd  was  great;  but  if  we 
want  Jesus  he  is  near  us,  and  calls  to  us  just  as  he 
did  to  Zacchaeus.  More  than  all  this,  in  all  that 
multitude  Christ  chose  to  go  home  with  Zacchaeus 
and  to  be  his  guest.  Now,  Juniors,  it  makes  no 
difference  how  humble  or  how  little  we  are,  if  we 
want  Christ,  he  is  willing  to  be  our  guest,  and  will 
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say  to  us  as  to  Zacchaeus,  "  This  day  is  salvation 
come  to  this  house." 

Here  place  the  next  round  on  the  ladder,  and 
have  the  Juniors  repeat  the  reference  in  concert. 

Make  the  lesson  personal,  and  ask  for  testimo- 
nies. Ask  all  who  are  determined  to  see  Jesus  to 
rise. 

Let  the  prayer  be,  "  Father,  save  me  for  Christ's 
sake."

August  27. 
GOD    SEES    US.     HOW   SHOULD  WE  LIVE? 

Prov.  15:  j,  8,  9,18,  26,  29. 

On  a  piece  of  cardboard  about  twelve  inches 
square  draw  the  face  of  a  clock.  Fasten  the  hands, 
which  should  be  black,  by  putting  a  pin  through 
them  and  the  centre  of  the  dial,  and  bending  it  on 
each  side.  In  this  way  they  can  be  made  to  re- 
volve. Above  the  dial  outline  two  eyes,  and  place 
under  them  the  words,  "  The  eyes  of  God."  Tie  a 
ribbon  in  the  card  with  which  to  hang  it  up. 

Do  not  have  the  lesson  read  as  a  whole  at  the 
beginning  of  the  meeting,  but  let  the  leader  an- 
nounce the  subject  and  read  the 
first  verse.  Here  call  attention  to 
the  eyes  of  God  as  they  look  down 
on  the  clock,  which  represents  our 
days,  every  one  of  them,  from 
morning  till  night,  and  from  night 
till  morning. 

When  the  second  reference  is 
read,  move  the  hour-hand  to  6  o'clock,  and  call  it 
the  quiet  hour,  —  the  hour  when  we  take  time  to 
be  still  with  God.  Our  lesson  says  he  delights  in 
the  prayer  of  the  upright. 
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As  the  next  three  verses  are  read,  move  the  hand 
slowly  around  the  dial,  and  draw  out  the  thought 
that  it  is  through  these  hours  that  we  do  good  or 
bad;  that  God's  eyes  are  looking  at  these  hours, 
and  our  wicked  deeds  are  an  abomination  to  him, 
but  he  loves  us  every  minute  that  we  are  good. 

We  must  watch  all  through  the  day,  and  not  get 
angry,  or  quarrel,  or  make  wicked  plans,  but  please 
our  heavenly  Father  with  pure  words  and  deeds. 

As  you  reach  the  evening  hours  on  the  clock- 
face,  let  the  last  verse  be  read,  and  ask  the  Juniors 
to  kneel  before  God,  and  each  one  ask  him  to  help 
them  to  live  so  as  to  be  pleasing  in  his  sight. 
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September  3. 
WHY  SHOULD  WE  SERVE  GOD  HEARTILY? 

Col.  3: 14-17,  22-24. 

Help  the  Juniors  to  find  out  first  what  it  means 
to  serve  God  heartily.  "  Heartily  "  means  "from 
the  heart. "  Draw  a  large  heart  on  the  blackboard. 
Let  me  say,  parenthetically,  do  not  think  it  a  fail- 
ure if  you  get  this  a  little  one-sided ;  the  boys  and 
girls  are  eager  for  what  comes  next,  and  will  not 
stop  to  criticise. 

In  the  upper  part  of  the  heart  write  the  word 
"Whatsoever."  The  Juniors  will  then  suggest 
ways  of  serving  Christ.  Write  these  in  the  heart 
till  it  is  full.  After  these  have  all  been  talked 
over,  have  the  Juniors  repeat  the  seventeenth  verse 
of  the  lesson. 

Erase  the  heart  if  your  blackboard  is  small; 
otherwise  leave  it  and  write  a  large  "  Why  ? "  near 
the  top  of  the  board.  Have  the  Juniors  suggest 
many  reasons  for  serving  God  heartily.  It  will 
soon  be  made  apparent  to  them  that  the  only  way 
to  serve  God  is  to  serve  him  heartily.  We  may  do 
many  good  things  ;  but  if  we  do  them  in  a  half- 
hearted way  or  with  a  selfish  purpose  God  will  not 
accept  them. 
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"  Whatsoever  "  means  whatever.  Here  will  be  a 
good  chance  to  talk  about  the  pledge.  In  Junior 
societies  this  cannot  be  done  too  often.  "  Trust- 
ing in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  strength,  I  promise 
to  do  whatever  he  would  like  to  have  me  do."  If 
we  keep  our  pledge  we  must  "  do  it  heartily,  as  to 
the  Lord,  and  not  unto  men." 

Let  the  sentence  prayers  begin,  "  Father,  help 
me     .     .     .     ." 
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September  io. 
AN  EARLY  CHRISTIAN  ENDEAVORER. 

2  Tim.  j  :  10-17. 
(A  UNION  MEETING  WITH  THE  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  SOCIETY.) 

Do  not  fail  to  follow  the  above  suggestion  and 
make  this  a  union  meeting.  These  are  very  help- 
ful to  both  societies.  The  older  societies  are  liable 
to  lose  sight  of  the  Junior  work  if  it  is  not  fre- 
quently brought  before  them.  The  Junior  super- 
intendent may  lead  this  meeting,  or  one  member 
from  each  society  may  lead.  The  lesson  may  be 
read  responsively  by  the  two  societies. 

Plan  with  your  Juniors  the  week  before,  so  that 
they  will  be  able  to  tell  all  that  can  be  found  out  in 
the  Bible  about  Timothy.  2  Tim.  1 : 5  tells  about 
his  Christian  mother  and  grandmother ;  our  lesson 
speaks  of  his  knowing  the  Scriptures  from  his 
childhood ;  Acts  16:  1,  2  tells  of  his  Christian  work 
in  the  church  at  Lystra.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
all  the  years  of  his  childhood  and  young  manhood 
were  spent  in  Christian  endeavor. 

Then  Timothy  had  a  friend.  Here  let  the 
thought  be  brought  out  of  what  a  blessing  it  is  to 
be  or  to  have   such   a  friend  as  Paul.     Some  of 
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Paul's  counsel  and  instruction  contained  in  the  let- 
ters he  wrote  to  Timothy  may  also  be  given  here. 

Then  another  may  tell  how  Timothy  became  a 
true  minister  of  the  gospel,  and  did  so  much  toward 
establishing  the  Christian  church.  He  afterward 
went  from  church  to  church,  helping  and  encourag- 
ing them  in  the  service  of  Christ. 

A    PARABLE. 

(An  exercise  for  ten  of  the  younger  Juniors.) 

First  Junior. —  An  acorn  fell  from  a  great  oak- 
tree,  and  lay  snugly  under  the  leaves  through  the 
long  winter,  waiting  patiently  for  something  to  hap- 
pen. 

Second  Junior. —  When  the  spring  rains  came, 
and  the  warm  sunshine,  the  acorn  began  to  grow ; 
and  all  it  did  for  many  years  was  to  grow. 

Third  Jimior. —  One  day  a  boy  was  wandering 
through  the  woods,  and  came  to  a  fine,  straight 
sapling.  He  thought:  "What  a  fine  fish-pole  that 
will  make  !  I  think  I  will  take  it  home."  So  he 
was  reaching  in  his  pocket  for  his  knife  when  a 
bird  began  to  sing  from  the  boughs  above  him ; 
and  the  song  was  so  sweet  that  it  aroused  a  desire 
to  see  what  bird  could  sing  so  sweetly,  and  he  for- 
got all  about  the  fish-pole. 

Fourth  Junior. —  Many  years  passed,  and  the 
acorn  became  a  fine  oak.  No  tree  in  the  forest 
was  quite  so  large  or  grand. 
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Fifth  Junior. —  In  a  certain  place  a  king's  palace 
was  built,  and  the  throne  was  surrounded  with  pan- 
els of  polished  oak.  The  acorn  became  a  panel  in 
the  king's  palace.  Good  architects  use  such  wood 
to  build  with. 

Sixth  Junior. —  A  little  child  came  into  the  world 
and  lay  in  its  little  crib,  waiting  for  something  to 
happen. 

Seventh  Junior. —  He  grew  strong  as  he  played  in 
the  sunshine,  and  for  many  years  he  just  grew  in 
mind  and  body  till  he  became  a  tall,  straight  young 
man. 

Eighth  Junior. —  One  day  the  tempter  reached 
out  his  hand  to  lead  the  lad  into  another  way ;  but 
just  then  the  song  of  a  pure,  sweet  voice  broke  on 
his  ear,  and  he  stopped  to  listen:  "  Jesus,  lover  of 
my  soul,  let  me  to  thy  bosom  fly."  [Let  this  be 
sung  by  the  Junior.]  While  he  listened,  the 
tempter  left  him. 

Ninth  Junior. —  As  the  years  passed,  this  man 
became  great  in  good  deeds,  and  his  smile  made 
happy  both  rich  and  poor. 

Tenth  Junior. —  In  heaven  there  is  a  king's  pal- 
ace, and  the  throne  is  surrounded  by  beautiful 
souls.  The  little  child  became  an  angel  of  God. 
God  uses  such  children  to  build  with. 
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September  17. 

CHRIST'S  ENTRANCE:  HOW  CAN  WE 
HONOR  CHRIST? 

Mark  11: 1-11. 
John  14:  15. 

After  the  lesson  is  read  emphasize  the  follow- 
ing points:  that  it  was  on  Sunday,  just  one  week 
before  the  resurrection,  the  triumphal  exit  from  the 
grave ;  that  this  is  the  only  time  in  Christ's  life 
when  he  permitted  his  followers  to  give  him  any 
royal  honors :  he,  the  King  of  kings,  had  lived  a 
humble  life,  and  only  this  once  rode  into  Jerusalem 
while  the  rest  walked. 

Ask  the  Juniors  whether  they  would  be  willing  to 
spread  their  garments  —  that  new  fall  jacket  and 
new  overcoat  —  in  the  path  if  they  saw  Christ  rid- 
ing by,  and  why  the  multitude  did  it.  This  will 
bring  out  the  thought  of  how  much  he  had  done 
for  them, —  healing  the  sick  and  raising  the  dead. 
Would  anything  be  too  nice  to  spread  before  him  ? 

If  we  are  willing  to  show  him  honor  by  laying 
our  garments  and  spreading  palms  in  his  path, 
should  we  not  be  willing  to  honor  him  in  a  better 
way  by  being  as  nearly  like  him  as  we  possibly  can 
be  ?     If  we  think  a  person  is  good  and  lovely,  is  it 
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not  an  honor  to  him  and  to  us  to  imitate  him  ? 
Ask.  also,  how  we  honor  our  parents.  Is  it  not  an 
honor  to  them  if  we  try  every  day  to  do  our  best,  to 
please  them,  and  to  do  brave  and  noble  deeds? 
People  will  say  :  -'What  an  honor  Frank  is  to  his 
parents  !  They  should  be  proud  of  such  a  boy." 
If  we  do  a  mean  thing  it  disgraces  our  parents.  So 
with  God.  We  can  honor  him  by — .  Let  the 
Juniors  suggest  the  ways  in  which  we  can  honor 
Christ,  and  have  them  written  on  the  blackboard. 

Place  the  next  round  on  the  ladder,  commit  to 
memory  the  text  it  refers  to,  and  review  the  other 
rounds.

The 
Juniors  will  suggest  the  right  and  wrong  uses  of 
the  tongue  almost  faster  than  you  can  write  them. 
Make  this  meeting  informal,  and  talk  of  each  wrong 
or  right  use  as  it  is  suggested.  Possibly  the 
Juniors  will  tell  of  some  difficulties  they  have  with 
their  tongues  ;  if  they  will  do  this,  the  meeting  can 
be  made  more  helpful,  for  ways  of  overcoming  these 
can  be  talked  of. 

Speak  of  the  great  wrong  of  telling  an  untruth, 
or,  which  is  nearly  as  bad,  telling  something  over 
just  a  little  bit  different  to  make  it  sound  big. 
Then  speak  of  hasty  words,  when  our  tempers  get 
the  best  of  us.  "  A  soft  answer  turneth  away 
wrath,  but  grievous  words  stir  up  anger."  — 
Prov.  15  :  1. 

Will  Carleton,  the  poet,  has  said :  —

"  Boys  flying  kites  haul  in  their  white-winged  birds; 
You  can't  do  that  way  when  you  're  flying  words." 

"Thoughts  unexpressed  may  sometimes  fall  back  dead, 
But  God  himself  can't  kill  them  when  they  're  said." 

Be  master  of  your  tongue  when  angry  words 
crowd  forward. 

Then  comes  the  thought  of  the  good  we  can  do 
with  our  tongues  :  kind  words,  comforting  words, 
sweet  songs,  prayer  and  praise  to  God,  who  has 
given  us  the  blessing  of  speech.

WHAT  ARE  SOME  LESSONS  WE  MAY 

LEARN  FROM  GOD'S  DUMB 

CREATURES  ? 

Prov.  6:  6-u. 

Announce  the  subject  for  this  meeting  at  the 
preceding  meeting,  and  tell  the  Juniors  to  make  a 
study  of  their  pets  during  the  week,  and  to  come  to 
the  meeting  ready  to  tell  about  some  lesson  they 
have  learned  from  them. 

Our  Scripture  reading  teaches  us  a  lesson  from 
the  ant.     Let  the  Juniors  tell  you  its  habits. 

Speak  of  the  squirrel,  how  he  lays  up  his  winter 
store  of  nuts.  Did  any  one  ever  see  a  squirrel 
when  he  did  not  look  happy  ?  Yet  he  works  all 
the  time. 

The  birds  teach  us  lessons  of  industry,  kindness, 
cleanly  habits,  early  rising,  and  early  going  to 
sleep.  Could  the  birds  and  animals  be  as  healthy 
and  happy  as  they  are  if  they  stayed  up  till  mid- 
night, and  danced  or  followed  other  amusements  ? 
They  also  teach  us  cheerfulness,  but  the  most  beau- 
tiful lesson  of  all  is  the  one  of  love.  Did  you  ever 
see  a  mother  bird's  anxiety  for  her  young  when  she 
thought  they  were  in  danger  ?     Do  you  not  think 
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the  birds'  little  hearts  almost  break  when  their 
nests  are  robbed  of  eggs  or  fledgelings  ?  Do  you 
not  think  a  sparrow's  heart  is  grieved  almost  to 
breaking  when  its  mate  is  killed  ? 

Is  it  kind  to  kill  the  parent  birds  and  leave  a 
nest  full  of  young  ones  to  starve  ?  Would  Jesus 
have  done  that  ?  Even  for  a  bounty  of  two  cents 
a  head  would  he  have  done  it  ?  Willie  told  Frank 
the  other  day  that  he  was  going  to  have  an  air-gun 
to  shoot  sparrows  with,  that  he  could  get  two  cents 
for  every  head  he  took  to  town.  Frank  said,  "  Wil- 
lie, what  if  some  great  giant  came  along  and  shot 
you,  cut  your  head  off,  and  carried  it  to  town  and 
got  two  cents  for  it?  How  would  your  mother 
feel ? " 

We  can  practise  the  golden  rule  in  no  better  way 
than  among  God's  dumb  creatures.     Let  us  try  it. 
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October  15. 

LESSONS  FROM  GETHSEMANE:  HOW 

DOES  CHRIST  HELP  YOU  BEAR 

TROUBLE  ? 

Matt.  26: 36-46. 
Isa.  53:  4, 5. 

Let  your  prayer-meeting  committee  have  entire 
charge  of  this  meeting.  Meet  with  them  the  week 
before,  and  plan  the  meeting. 

After  the  lesson  is  read,  a  description  of  the  gar- 
den may  be  given.  Ask  why  Jesus  went  there,  and 
the  lesson  it  teaches  us, —  that,  when  our  trouble  is 
overwhelming,  we  should  go  alone  with  God  and 
pray. 

Then  how  Christ  prayed  is  another  lesson, — 
"Nevertheless,  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt." 
Not  only  once  did  Christ  pray,  but  three  times. 
His  prayer  was  not  merely  words,  but  so  earnest 
that  his  "  sweat  became  as  it  were  great  drops  of 
blood  falling  down  upon  the  ground." 

When  Christ  went  to  his  disciples,  he  found  them 
sleeping.  But  God  was  not  sleeping,  for  "  there 
appeared  unto  him  an  angel  from  heaven."  Earthly 
friends  may  be  indifferent  to  our  trouble  ;  but  if  we

go  to  God  angels  will  be  near  us  and  bring  comfort 
to  our  hearts.

(A  PATRIOTIC   MEETING.      HOME   MISSIONS.) 

Let  the  missionary  committee  have  charge  of 
this  meeting.  The  room  should  be  decorated  with 
flags. 

Have  some  of  the  national  songs  sung.  Let  the 
first  three  verses  of  "  America  "  be  sung  after  the 
Scripture  lesson  is  read,  then  the  last  verse  at  the 
close  of  the  lesson. 

Use  a  bunch  of  firecrackers  for  your  object-les- 
son. Conduct  the  meeting  something  like  the  fol- 
lowing. Holding  them  up,  ask  the  Juniors  what  the 
firecrackers  are  for.  The  answer  will  be,  "To  fire 
off  on  the  Fourth  of  July." 

"  Then  why  do  we  fire  them  off  on  the  Fourth  of 
July?" 

"  Because  we  whipped  the  British  over  a  hun- 
dred years  ago." 

"  Why  did  we  whip  the  British  ? " 

"  So  we  could  become  free." 

"  What  was  our  war  with  Spain  for  ?  " 

"To  free  Cuba." 
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"  Why  did  we  wish  to  do  this  ?  " 

"The  Spanish  oppressed  and  starved  the  Cu- 
bans." 

Then  will  come  the  thought,  Have  we  anything 
in  our  own  country  that  we  should  be  freed  from  ? 
Here  comes  our  home-missionary  lesson.  Have 
the  Juniors  tell  what  sins  we  must  free  our  nation 
from  before  it  will  be  wholly  Christ's.  Then  what 
can  we  do  to  help  free  it  from  these  sins  ? 

The  following  is  a  little  lesson  on  good  citizen- 
ship. 

Draw  on  the  blackboard,  or  cut  from  paper,  three 
hands.  The  first  will  be  the  helpful  hand ;  so 
write  on  the  palm  the  reference,  Eccl.  9:10.  This 
hand  will  help  every  one,  and  we  will  call  it  a 
home-missionary  hand.  But  this  hand  can  do  noth- 
ing unless  it  be  clean  ;  so  the  second  hand  will  be 
a  pure  white  hand,  having  on  it  Ps.  24  :  3,  4.  Ask 
the  question,  "  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of 
the  Lord?  "  and  teach  the  Juniors  to  answer,  "  He 
that  hath  clean  hands  and  a  pure  heart."  The 
third  hand  will  have  a  heart  in  the  palm,  (This 
can  be  cut  out  of  red  paper  and  pasted  on  the  hand, 
or  drawn  on  the  board  with  white  and  colored 
chalk.)  This  hand  is  reaching  out  all  the  time  to 
bring  others  to  Christ,  and  we  will  call  it  the  mis- 
sionary hand,  because  missionary  means  "  one  sent 
to  spread  religion."  Acts  5:12  will  be  a  good  text 
for  this  hand.  Show  how  each  of  us  should  be 
working  with  all  these  three  hands. 
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Follow  this  lesson  with  a  prayer  service  in  which 
many  voices  may  ask  that  God  will  keep  our  hands 
clean  and  use  them  to  help  make  our  nation 
righteous. 

"  Beautiful  hands  are  those  that  do 
Work  that  is  earnest,  brave,  and  true, 
Moment  by  moment,  the  whole  day  through." 
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October  29. 
WHAT  ARE  SOME  FOES  WE  MUST  FIGHT? 

1  Peter  5:  5-1  1. 

Let  the  subject  of  our  lesson  be  announced  by 
one  of  the  boys ;  then  have  him  tell  how,  if  we  are 
going  to  fight,  we  must  get  ready;  that  a  soldier 
would  not  amount  to  much  if  he  went  into  battle 
without  anything  to  fight  with.  Then  have  him  tell 
how  Paul  said  that  when  we  go  out  to  meet  the 
foes  of  life  we  must  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God. 
Have  him  put  on  the  blackboard  a  list  of  the 
equipments  as  given  in  Eph.  6:  14-18, —  the  girdle 
of  truth,  the  breastplate  of  righteousness,  the  shoes 
of  the  gospel  of  peace,  the  shield  of  faith,  the  hel- 
met of  salvation,  the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  and 
prayer.  Then,  casting  all  our  care  on  Christ,  we 
are  ready  to  fight. 

After  these  are  written  out  let  him  read  the  les- 
son. The  eighth  verse  tells  whom  we  are  to  fight. 
Now  have  the  Juniors  name  the  foes  that  Satan 
sends  to  overcome  us.  Let  the  leader  make  a  list 
of  these  also  on  the  blackboard.  Many  enemies 
will  be  named,  and  much  interest  will  be  taken  in 
the  thought  that  we  are  all  soldiers  in  the  noblest 
cause,  composing  one  of  the  greatest  armies  in  the 
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world,  which  is  advancing  steadily  and  overthrow- 
ing the  enemy  at  every  step. 

Our  captain  is  Christ ;  the  other  officers  are  our 
parents,  pastors,  Sunday-school  teachers,  and  Junior 
superintendents. 

The  Juniors  may  tell  how  the  foe  of  intemper- 
ance is  to  be  overthrown,  and  how  we  can  help 
do  it. 

Make  the  meeting  bright  with  songs  such  as 
6  Onward,  Christian  soldiers,"  "  March  along  to- 
gether, firm  and  true/'  etc. 
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November  5. 
HOW  TO  WALK  IN  THE  LIGHT. 

1  John  1: 5-7;  2:  6-1 1. 

Let  this  meeting  be  preceded  by  a  ten  minutes' 
song  service.  Sing  the  songs  that  bear  on  the 
topic. 

Use  a  lamp  for  an  object-lesson.  This  repre- 
sents God's  light, —  John  8:12.  Ask  how  we  can 
walk  in  the  light.  Lead  the  Juniors  to  see  that  it 
can  be  only  by  walking  toward  it ;  as  soon  as  we 
turn  and  walk  away  from  the  light,  we  walk  in  our 
own  shadow  and  have  to  walk  in  the  dark ;  and  the 
farther  we  go,  the  darker  it  gets. 

Place  a  Junior  pledge  where  the  light  of  the 
lamp  will  fall  on  it.  Let  the  Juniors  repeat  the 
pledge  in  concert.  If  we  keep  our  pledge,  we  are 
walking  toward  the  light.

HOW  SHOULD  YOUR  BODY  BE  LIKE  A 
CHURCH  ? 

i  Cor,j:  16-2 j. 
(A  TEMPERANCE  TOPIC.) 

After  the  lesson  is  read  have  the  Juniors  tell 
you  about  a  church  :  whose  house  it  is,  what  it  is 
for,  how  we  should  act  while  in  it,  etc.  Give 
considerable  time  to  this  part  of  the  lesson,  for 
most  Junior  societies  can  learn  a  few  lessons  along 
this  line.  Ask  the  question  whether  if,  when  they 
came  into  the  church,  they  had  seen  Christ  sitting 
there,  they  would  have  drummed  on  the  organ, 
rung  the  bell,  skipped  down  the  aisle,  and  said  so 
many  thoughtless  things.  Then  impress  the 
thought  that  he  is  there  just  as  truly  as  if  they  saw 
him. 

Then  bring  up  the  thought  of  keeping  the 
church  clean.  Is  it  nice  to  throw  paper,  peanut- 
hulls,  beans,  etc.,  over  the  floor?  We  can  help 
keep  it  clean  by  being  careful  ourselves. 

Our  lesson  tells  us  that  our  bodies  are  also  tem- 
ples of  the  living  God.  Did  we  ever  think  of  our- 
selves in  that  way  ?  Should  we  not  try  to  keep  this 
temple  as  clean   as  the  other  church,  since  God 
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lives  in  it  ?     What  should  we  think  of  a  church  that 
was  all  dirty  and  defaced  on  the  outside  ? 

Then,  if  our  temple  is  soiled,  what  had  we  bet- 
ter do?  Use  soap,  water,  nail-brush,  tooth-brush, 
and  comb  ?  Yes,  to  be  sure.  We  should  use  these 
a  great  deaL  But  what  about  the  inside  of  this 
temple  ?  Do  we  always  keep  it  clean  ?  Our  les- 
son says,  "  If  any  man  defile  the  temple  of  God, 
him  shall  God  destroy."  Imagine  a  temple  of  God 
smoking  a  cigar,  or  pouring  whiskey  down  its 
throat,  then  staggering  along  with  all  manner  of 
evil  words  coming  out  of  its  mouth !  What  must 
God  think  of  any  one  who  defiles  his  temple  in  this 
way  ?  "  Him  shall  God  destroy."  But,  if  we  keep 
this  temple  clean  and  pure,  our  lesson  tells  us  that 
we  are  Christ's,  and  Christ  is  God's. 
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November  19. 

WHAT  LESSONS  DO  YOU  LEARN  FROM 
CHRIST'S  WORDS  ON  THE  CROSS  ? 

Luke  23: 34-46;  John  ig:  25-30. 
John  12: 32. 

Make  a  large  cross  in  the  centre  of  the  black- 
board, and  on  each  side  of  it  a  smaller  one.  Write 
on  one  small  cross  the  word  "  Unrepentant ;  "  on 
the  other,  "  Repentant."  As  the  lesson  is  read, 
write  the  words  spoken  by  Christ  on  the  cross. 
The  Juniors  will  pick  them  out.  Then  follow  the 
lessons  they  teach.  Have  the  Juniors  do  the  talk- 
ing. 

Draw  out  the  thought  that  the  words  in  the  up- 
per part  of  the  cross  teach  forgiveness.  Then  fol- 
lows the  beautiful  lesson  of  the  repentance  of  one 
of  the  thieves,  and  Christ's  being  so  ready  to  for- 
give. Call  attention  to  the  small 
crosses,  and  that  one  thief  would 
not  repent,  but  the  other  asked 
Christ  to  remember  him.  Speak 
of  the  joy  the  thief  must  have  felt 
to  think  he  would  meet  Christ  in 
paradise  "this  day."  Be  pre- 
pared to  answer  questions  relating  to  "paradise." 
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Then  comes  the  tender  thought  of  how  Christ 
remembered  his  mother  in  these  last  moments. 
Draw  out  the  teaching  that  we  should  be  ever 
thoughtful  of  our  parents ;  that  we  should  not 
leave  them  in  their  old  age  without  support  and 
care.  This  will  lead  to  speaking  of  many  ways  in 
which  we  can  be  thoughtful  for  father  and  mother. 

The  words  on  the  cross-bar  show  how  Christ 
gave  himself  up  wholly  to  God.  Shall  we  be  as 
ready  as  Christ  to  do  this  ? 

Then  came  the  last  faint  words  as  our  Saviour 
was  dying, —  "It  is  finished. "  What?  His  life- 
work,  the  plan  of  salvation,  the  suffering,  and 
agony. 

Then  may  come  the  thought,  What  did  the  death 
on  the  cross  mean  ?  It  meant  the  horrible  nature 
of  sin  that  made  it  necessary ;  it  meant  salvation 
for  you  and  me.  Shall  we  be  indifferent  to  all  this, 
or  shall  we  let  him  save  us  ? 

The  meeting  should  grow  very  earnest,  and  many 
hands  will  be  lifted  when  we  ask  how  many  want 
Jesus  to  save  them  now.  Follow  this  with  the  sen- 
tence prayers. 

After  the  prayer  service  tack  the  next  round  on 
the  ladder,  and  review  all. 

The  music  committee  should  meet  with  you  and 
select  the  songs  for  this  meeting.  Much  of  the 
success  of  a  meeting  depends  on  the  songs  that  are 
selected.

FOR  WHAT  TO  PRAISE  GOD,  AND  HOW. 

Ps.  8:  i-g. 
(A  THANKSGIVING  MEETING.) 

This  meeting  should  be  made  one  of  the  happi- 
est of  the  year.  Let  it  be  opened  with  a  ten  min- 
utes' song  service,  singing  praise  songs.  Have  the 
Scripture  lesson  committed  .to  memory  by  one  of 
the  Juniors,  or  divide  it  into  sections  and  have  dif- 
ferent ones  come  forward  and  recite  it, 

Make  clear  the  thought  of  what  Thanksgiving  is 
for.  Correct  the  impression  that  some  are  almost 
sure  to  have,  that  it  is  a  day  set  aside  in  which  to 
eat  turkey  and  plum  pudding.  Whom  are  we  to 
thank  on  Thanksgiving  Day  ?  Why  thank  God  ? 
What  have  we  to  thank  him  for  ? 

Should  we  thank  God  on  Thanksgiving  Day  for 
all  the  year,  or  should  we  praise  him  every  day  for 
his  goodness  toward  us?  We  must  praise  him 
from  the  heart.  We  may  live  so  that  our  lives  will 
be  one  happy  thanksgiving  to  God. 

Tell  the  Juniors  at  the  preceding  meeting  to 
bring  something  to  this  meeting  to  give  to  the 
needy.  They  may  bring  something  to  wear  that 
they  may  have  outgrown,   or  they  may  make  an 
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apron,  or  bring  anything  that  they  would  like  to 
give  to  make  some  needy  person  more  comfortable 
during  the  cold  winter.  Besides  these,  ask  each 
one  to  bring  a  nice  large  potato  and  an  apple 
wrapped  in  paper.  Take  to  the  meeting  some 
slips  of  paper  with  a  praise  verse  written  on  them, 
and  two  baskets.  After  the  lesson  is  over  let  these 
be  passed  with  a  little  tray  of  pins,  and  have  each 
Junior  pin  one  of  these  to  his  potato  and  apple. 
Have  the  baskets  passed,  and  place  the  potatoes  in 
one  and  the  apples  in  another. 

Have  the  Juniors  meet  before  Thanksgiving  Day 
and  arrange  their  thank-offerings  in  a  box  or  bas- 
ket, and  plan  how  and  to  whom  they  are  to  be 
given.  The  Scripture  texts  may  touch  some  heart 
and  cause  it  to  praise  God. 
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December  3. 

"WE  CAN  DO  IT:"  A   LESSON   OF  COUR- 
AGE FROM  CALEB. 

Num.  ij:  17-31. 

In  preparing  for  this  lesson  read  the  fourteenth 
chapter  in  connection  with  the  lesson. 

We  will  make  a  chalk-talk  of  it.  A  very  good 
plan  would  be  to  have  one  of  your  committees  meet 
with  you  and  study  the  lesson.  They  will  then  be 
able  to  help  with  the  chalk-talk  and  to  read  selected 
passages. 

The  story  may  be  told  somewhat  as  follows  :  — 

Moses  sent 
a  number  of 
men  to  spy  out 
the  land  of 
Canaan.  Let 
the  Juniors 
tell  how  this 
was   the   land 
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the  Lord  had 

promised    the 

Israel  ites . 

When  they  came  back,  all  but  one  of  them  were 

scared  almost  to  death.     (Draw  several  men  run- 
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ning.)  They  said  the  people  in  Canaan  had  great 
walled  cities  (draw  a  wall  on  the  blackboard)  with 
great  giants  that  no  one  could  kill  (draw  a  giant 
looking  over  the  wall).  They  said  the  land  was 
not  good,  and  made  other  false  reports. 

But  there  was  one  man,  whose  name  was  Caleb, 
who  was  very  brave,  and  he  wanted  the  Israelites 
to  go  up  and  take  the  land.  He  knew  that  with 
God  on  their  side  they  could  soon  possess  the  land. 
So  Caleb  urged  the  people,  and  told  them  how  the 
land  was  rich  and  "  flowed  with  milk  and  honey." 
He  brought  a  big  bunch  of  grapes,  so  large  that  it 
took  two  men  to  carry  it,  to  show  the  people,  and 
he  said,  "  Come  on  ;  we  can  do  it."  Draw  Caleb 
pointing  toward  the  wall. 

But  the  people  were  afraid,  and  cried,  and  were 
going  to  kill  Moses  and  Aaron.  But  Moses  talked 
to  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  said  that  these  people 
must  go  back  into  the  wilderness  and  stay  forty 
years.  Have  one  of  the  Juniors  read  Num.  14  :  23, 
24,  36,  37.  You  see  the  Lord  rewarded  Caleb  by 
letting  him  finally  reach  the  promised  land,  but  the 
men  who  were  afraid  he  caused  to  die. 

Surely  this  beautiful  lesson  that  courage  will 
conquer,  with  God's  aid,  will  help  us. 
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December  io. 

CHOOSE  THE  BEST:  A  LESSON  FROM 

LOT. 

Gen.  13: 5-11;  ig:  23-25. 

You  will  doubtless  have  to  tell  something  of  the 
story  in  our  lesson  to-day,  as  it  is  one  that  is  a  lit- 
tle hard  for  young  people  to  remember.  For  them 
to  understand  the  lesson  they  must  know  that 
Abraham  gave  Lot  his  choice :  he  could  go  either 
way,  but  no  doubt  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomor- 
rah had  some  attractions  for  Lot,  so  he  chose  to  go 
to  them. 

After  Lot  had  gone  there  a  great  army  came 
down  on  them,  plundered  the  cities,  and  took  Lot 
a  prisoner.  Abraham  then  went  and  rescued  him, 
and  Lot  went  to  live  again  in  Sodom. 

The  Juniors  will  be  able  to  take  up  the  story 
there,  and  to  tell  you  that  these  two  cities  were 
very  wicked,  and  that  Lot  and  his  family  were  the 
only  good  people  there.  Two  angels  came  and 
told  Lot  to  go  away  from  Sodom,  for  it  would  be 
destroyed.  So  Lot  went  to  Zoar,  and  from  there 
into  the  wilderness,  and  God  burned  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  draw  the  lesson  from  this 
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that  the  best  choice  is  not  always  the  one  that 
looks  pleasantest  or  most  profitable  at  first;  that 
we  should  not  be  enticed  into  sinful  places  because 
we  can  have  a  good  time  there.

CHRIST'S  ASCENSION  COMMAND :  HOW 
CAN  WE  CARRY  IT  OUT? 

Acts  i;  8;   Matt.  28:  16-20. 
Matt.  28:  ig,  20. 

(A  MISSIONARY  MEETING.  —  THE  ISLAND  WORLD.) 

If  you  can  secure  a  globe  for  this  meeting,  use 
that  with  a  lighted  candle  for  your  object-lesson. 
If  a  globe  cannot  be  had,  outline  the  world  on  the 
blackboard  ;  that  is,  draw  a  large  circle  and  mark  a 
few  of  the  meridians  and  parallels  of  latitude  on  it. 

Set  the  candle  in  front  of  this,  and,  as  the 
Juniors  name  the  islands  of  the  sea,  write  them  in 
the  circle.  The  candle  represents  the  light  of  the 
gospel  that  must  light  up  these  islands. 

In  case  the  globe  is  used  set  the  candle  where 
the  light  will  fall  on  one  side  ;  then  have  certain  of 
the  Juniors  hunt  out  the  islands,  turn  them  toward 
the  light,  and  tell  all  they  can  about  them.  The 
principal  islands  or  groups  of  islands  to  be  men- 
tioned are  the  West  Indies,  the  Philippines,  and  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.  These  three  groups  the  Juniors 
can  tell  a  good  deal  about  on  account  of  their  hav- 
ing been  brought  into  prominence  in  the  late  war 
with  Spain.     Then  there  are  the  Fiji  Islands,  Cey- 
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for  Me. 


Ion,  Japan,  Greenland,  Madagascar,   and  perhaps 
others  that  they  will  think  of. 

The  following  thoughts  may  be  suggestive  :  the 
island  world  has  not  been  neglected  by  our  mission- 
aries ;  but  on  the  other  hand  quite  as  much,  if  not 

more,  effort  has  been  ex- 
erted to  Christianize  the 
inhabitants  of  the  islands  as 
has  been  put  on  some  of  the 
larger  countries.  One  rea- 
son for  this  is  that  they  are 
more  easily  reached.  Hawaii 
may  almost  be  called  a  Chris- 
tian country  through  the  ef- 
forts of  brave  men  and 
women.  The  South  Sea 
islanders  were  cannibals, 
and  our  brave  missionaries 
met  many  hardships,  and 
some  met  death  in  trying  to 
tell  them  of  Christ.  But  af- 
ter long  years  of  toil  there 
^  are  now  Christian  churches 
\o*  and  schools  there.  Many  of 
*5  Christ's  I'm  the  islanders  are  Buddhists 

and  Mohammedans  ;  others  have  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic religion. 

Here  let  the  lesson  be  read,  followed  by  a  very 
earnest   talk  with  the   Juniors,   that   will  lead  to

speaking  of  ways  in  which  we  can  help  send  God's 
light  into  the  hearts  of  these  islanders. 

Place  the  last  round  on  the  ladder. 

Have  a  review  of  all  the  texts  referred  to  on  the 
rounds  of  the  ladder ;  then  ask  the  Juniors  what 
Christ's  life  was  for.  By  a  little  careful  question- 
ing you  will  get  the  answer,  "  For  me."  When  you 
get  this  answer,  tack  it  up  above  the  ladder. 

In  the  prayer  service  which  follows,  the  Juniors 
may  consecrate  themselves  to  Christ  that  they  may 
help  others  to  know  him.

(A  CHRISTMAS  SONG  SERVICE  SUGGESTED.) 

If  your  Junior  meeting  is  held  on  Sunday  even- 
ing, this  one  will  fall  on  Christmas  Eve.  Every 
child's  heart  will  be  full  of  joy.  The  spirit  of  the 
Christmas-tide,  when  the  shepherds  found  the  baby 
Christ  in  the  manger,  may  be  a  type  for  our  meet- 
ing to-night.  Select  the  brightest  and  gladdest 
songs ;  have  a  few  solos  and  duets  arranged ;  a 
recitation  or  two  if  thought  best ;  a  brief  story  of 
the  babe  at  Bethlehem,  written  and  read  by  one  of 
the  Juniors. 

If  it  seems  wise,  ask  your  Juniors  to  praise  God 
with  a  gift,  and  have  them  bring  an  offering  of 
either  money  or  articles  that  will  fill  a  Christmas 
box  to  be  given  to  some  poor  family  the  next 
morning. 

A  very  interesting  plan  is  to  get  a  Christmas 
tree  not  more  than  three  feet  in  height.  Have  it 
fastened  securely  at  the  base  in  a  small  box.  Let 
the  Juniors  bring  gifts  to  fill  it,  such  as  will  make  a 
real  Christmas  for  some  poor  children.     This  can 
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be  arranged  in  a  few  minutes  after  the  meeting, 
and  can  be  left  at  the  door  of  the  family  to  whom 
the  Juniors  choose  to  give  it.

PRAISE  GOD  FOR  HIS  KINDNESS  OF 
THE  PAST  YEAR. 

Ps.  23: 1-6. 
(A  NEW  YEAR'S   MEETING.  ) 

Prepare  an  object-lesson  for  this  meeting  as 
follows.  Spread  a  stand  or  small  table  with  a  lunch- 
cloth,  and  on  it  place  some  fruit,  flowers,  bread,  a 
glass  of  water,  a  piece  of  coal,  a  piece  of  wood,  a 
garment,  and  a  Bible.  Cover  it  over,  and  do  not 
let  the  Juniors  suspect  what  it  is  until  you  are 
ready  to  use  it. 

The  Scripture  lesson  may  be  repeated  in  concert 
by  the  Juniors. 

After  a  song  service  ask  the  Juniors  to  tell,  one 
by  one,  of  some  special  thing  they  have  enjoyed 
the  past  year,  for  which  to  praise  God. 

After  this  uncover  the  table  and  invite  the 
Juniors  to  come  and  stand  around  it.  Then  have 
them  tell  what  the  things  on  the  table  represent, 
and  tell  some  of  their  uses.  The  thought  that  we 
are  to  thank  God  for  them  should  be  emphasized. 

Leave  the  Bible  for  the  last.  When  through 
with  this  part  sing,  "Praise  God  from  whom  all 
blessings  flow;"  then  ask  all  to  bow  their  heads, 
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and  in  just  a  sentence  return  thanks  to  God  for  his 
many  benefits. 

This  may  be  a  very  interesting  and  helpful  les- 
son.
